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NAVAL AERONAUTICS 


A more comprehensive view of the situ- 
ation as it concerns sea going avia- 
tion was revealed this week in testimony 
given by representatives of the Navy be- 
fore the House appropriations committee. 

Vice Adm. John H. Towers, USN, re- 
vealed that the plans of the department 
call for a strength of 27,500 airplanes 
early in 1944. 

It was revealed that of the 185,000 plane 
goal set by the President for 1942 and 
M3, the Navy has under production a 


total of 31,960, to be utilized by our 
Navy and the navies of our allies. 
Admiral Towers said that the Navy 


contemplated spending $1,000,000,000 in 
the fiscal year 1943 for airplanes. 

In recapitulating the expansion of 
aviation within the Navy, Comdr. G. W. 
Anderson, USN, reported: “In 1940, we 
had an appropriation for 937 airplanes 
of $69,024,000, which includes $15,009,000 
te pay previous contract authorizations. 
In the 1941 appropriation act, in all of 
the various titles, we had appropriations 
for 7,129 airplanes totaling $286,250,562, 
Which includes $20,000,000 to pay prev- 
lous contract authorizations. In 1942,” 
he continued, “we had appropriations 
for a total of 27,162 airplanes, of 
H,383,289,600, which includes $350,000,000 
© pay previous contract authorizations. 
In 1943, we had, for 1,709 airplanes, an 
appropriation of $1,027,842,800, which 
includes $715,000,000 to pay previous 
contract authorizations.” 

This represented a total of $5,766,406,- 
2, of which all but $345,049,567 has been 
obligated. 

That there would be carriers for these 
planes was indicated in the Congressional 
hearings on the Second Supplemental 
National Defense Apprepriation Bill for 
143, when Under Secretary of the Navy 
James Forrestal said: 

“The demand for certain materials at 
the moment is far greater than the sup- 
ply, and it is necessary to shift material 
another weapon if we want that weap- 
more than we want the first one. At 
the moment, I mean, I would rather have 
More carriers than battleships.” 

Important information in the hearings 
‘ame from Admiral Towers, now in com- 
Mind of the Air Forces VPacific-Fleet, 
who maintained that the large carriers 


He be- 
lieved that larger vessels presented 


seater sized targets but held that they 
also have much more protection.

As for pilots, Admiral Towers said 
that “we have considerably more pilots 
than required for our minimum needs.” 

The non-rigid airship was another im- 
portant topic in congressional testimony ; 
this type of aircraft, it was said has been 
tremely valuable’ in antisubmarine 
Patrol work. Asked as to how many non- 

d@ ships are provided in the present 
‘stimate, Admiral Towers said there are 
2 for antisubmarine patrol and 24

Make 9 Air Admirals; 
Will Want Many More 


The President this week nominated 
nine additional flying officers to be rear 
admirals in command of units of its grow 
ing air arm and at the same time the 
Navy Department obtained approval of 
the House of Representatives to a pro 
posal to remove all limits on the number 
of flag officers who may be assigned to 
flying duty. 

The nominations included that of Rear 
Adm. John H. Towers, former chief of 
the Bureau of Aeronautics, to be tempo 
rary vice admiral, and of Rear Adm. John 
S. McCain to be chief of the Burenu of 
Aeronautics with rank of rear admiral 
for four years, as successor to Admiral 
Towers. 

Admira! Towers has been named chief 
of the air forces of the Pacific Fleet. 

Both these nominations were confirmed 
by the Senate on 8 Oct. 

Awaiting confirmation are the nomina 
tions of six other air captains for pro 
motion to temporary rear admiral. They 
are: Capt. Albert C. Read, Capt. Elliott 
Buckmaster, Capt. Charles P. Mason, 
Capt. DeWitt C. Ramsey, Capt. Alfred FE. 
Montgomery, Capt. Arthur C. Davis and 
Capt. Frank D. Wagner. 

All of these officers are aviators and 
all but Captain Read are comparatively 
junior captains. In the 1 July 1941 Navy 
Register which lists 408 captains, Read is 
No. 34; Buckmaster, 234; Mason, 242; 
Ramsey, 244; Montgomery, 266; Davis, 
373, and Wagner, 386. 

These promotions are only a foretaste 
of those to come, according to testimony 
presented to the House Appropriations 
Committee by Navy officials. 

Present appropriation acts limit the 
number of flying admirals to 23. Seeking 
a removal of this limitation, Capt. V. H. 


Ragsdale, of the Bureau of Aeronautics, 


stated:

Must Destroy Diaries 

The Secretary of Navy, acting to in 
sure that military information not reach 
the enemy, has prohibited Naval person 
nel from keeping personal diaries and 
has simultaneously ordered the immedi 
ate destruction of all such written ma 
terial. 

An official Navy dispatch said: “The 
keeping of personal diaries by personnel 
of the Navy is hereby prohibited for the 
duration of the war. Personnel having 
diaries in their possession are directed 
to destroy them immediately. 

“Diaries as used in this dispatch in 
clude any personal notes or memoranda 
of any discription whatsoever which in 
dicates in any manner the location or 
activities of personnel, ships, aircraft or 


equipment of the armed forces of the 
United States or of any nation allied 
with the United States in the present 
war.” 





Senate Raises Service Taxes 

The Senate Finance Committee this 
week reported to the Senate the 1942 
Kevenue Bill, carrying a number of 
changes in the act which was passed by 
the House in July—changes which repre 
sent a slight decrease for the taxpaying 
population as a whole but which appreci 
ably raise the burden on most service per 
sonnel, 

The greatly increased normal and sur- 
tax rates approved by the House were 
adopted by the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee. 

However, the specific exclusion from 
gross income of $250 or $300 which the 
House voted for service personnel was 
amended by the Senate group to apply 
only to personnel below grade of commis 
sioned officer. This will result in tax in 
creases for all officers over and above the 
House rates if the Senate committee ver 
sion of the bill becomes law. 

Another provision which will affect ad 
versely all service personnel except pri 
vates and apprentice seamen is the sub

Will Amend Pay Act to 
Credit Enlisted Service 


2723, the Johnson bill to amend 
the Pay Readjustment Act to credit 
officers with all commissioned service 
for all pay purposes, passes the House, 
it is well-nigh certain that it will carry 
an amendment which will permit officers 
also to count prior enlisted or warraut 
service for all pay purposes.

S. 2725 was passed by the Senate last 
week, 

The tlouse Military Affairs Com 
mittee this week stated that it would 
take up the act within the next few days. 

When the act comes up, Representative 
Sparkman, of Ala., will offer an amend 
ment which will provide that officers 
shall count in the computation of their 
longevity pay and the determination of 
their pay period all prior enlisted or 
warrant service, whether in the Regular 
Army or in the active, non-federal Na 
tional Guard, 

It is understood that the War Depart 
ment, which once opposed this move, will 
now offer no opposition. 

Two factors are believed to be re 
sponsible for its change of policy. One 
is the fact that the Navy temporary pro 


motion act safeguards officers of the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard 
who were former enlisted men from 


suffering any losses in pay by reason of 
acceptance of commissions. The other 
is the inclusion by Congress in the Pay 
Readjustment Act of Credit for longevity 
pay purposes of inactive service in reserve 
components 

At any rate, 8. like the Pay Re 
udjusiment Act, has not received the ap 
proval of the Bureau of the Budget. The 
Senate last week approved 8. 2723 with 
out waiting for such approval, and the

S. 2723 as passed by the Senate pro 
vides that officers of, the Regular and 
Reserve components shall count in the 
determination of their pay period and in 
the computation of longevity pay all 
commissioned service, active or inactive. 
The bill will mean a pay boost for many

Regular, National Guard and Reserve 
officers. 
The bill was introduced by Senator 


Johnson, of Colo., to offset a ruling of the 
Comptroller General, who held that in 
active commissioned service could’ be 
credited to a Reserve officer for longevity 
pay but not in determining his pay 
period, The Senate Military Affairs Com 
mittee amended the measure to cove! 
Regular oflicers as well, 

During debate on the bill in the Senate 
last week, Senator Johnson said: 

“This is a bill to correct the Pay Re 
adjustment Act of 1942. In the passage 
of the bill it the intention of the 
Congress to put the pay of Reserve officers 
and National Guard officers, insofar as 
longevity is concerned, on the same basis 
as that of Regular Army officers.” 

Said Senator Clark, of Mo., “It was the 
understanding on the part of the whol 
Congress, ut the time the bill 
passed, that precisely what is pros 
for in the pending bill had been | 
plished ; was it not?”

HE outspoken address by Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell, commanding general, Ser- 
vices of Supply, last week at St. Louis, Mo., has received much attention from 

the editorial writers. He declared that “we've lost everything except a smug sense of 

complacency,” a forthright statement which newspaper editors were quick to seize 
upon, first—to praise its admission, and secondly to analyze its cause. 

“The American people,” says the Buffalo, N. Y., vening Newea, “want the kind of 
hard-hitting realism that was handed out the other night to a St. Louis audience by 
Lt. Gen. Brehon B. Somervell. They are tired of the weasel words of politicians who 
seem to think they must be babied along until they are ‘educated’ to the point of ac- 
cepting vital military and economic decisions.” 

Similarly: “It is well that men chiefly charged with conduct of the war, whose 
words are therefore weighted with authority, should speak out plainly, direct to the 
people,” declares the Detroit, Mich., News. “General Somervell has given excellent 
service in directing the huge work of obtaining and providing the Army with vast 
quantities of arms, munitions, and sustenance. He possibly has a more vivid sense 
than any man in the country of the damaging effects of action by groups among the 
people or in Congress which is motivated by selfish interest. He is the probable choice 
for Chief of Staff of the Army,” the News opines, “if, as is predicted, General Marshall 
is moved to a higher post.” 

The Buffalo, N. Y., Courier-Erpress holds that “General Somervell himself at- 
tempted to sting the Congress with the truth of the situation when he said that ‘we 
and our Allies have taken a terrific shellacking all around the globe,’ and added that 
the American airman mixing with a Jap in a dogfight over Australia doesn’t relish 





the idea of putting off any decisions until after elections,” 

General Somervell’s categorical statement that we have not lost our “smug 
sense of complacency” is the thesis discussed in strikingly similar editorials of the 
New York Times, Detroit ’ree Press and New York Herald Tribune, whose comment 


follows: 
Times 


“How much smug complacency still remains in the American people, at 


the end of ten months of unsuccessful war, is anyone’s opinion. But it is scarcely 
arguable that if we remained too long complacent it was for one pre-eminently im- 


portant reason 


because the oflicial leaders of our war effort encouraged us to do 


so.” The V'imes then cites instances where official action (and usually it was inaction) 





S Lauds Gen. Somervell’s Statement on Complacency; Blame Officials 


fostered this smug complacency. 

“The original report,” the Times said, “of what happened at Pearl Harbor wag 
so stated as to minimize our losses, and the impression thereby created has never 
been corrected ; losses of merchant ships at sea have regularly been accompanie:i by 
the cheeriest sort of reassurances from Washington. Casualties? It was the Gov erp. 
ment itself that originally laid down the rule (Point 7 in the OFF statement of 
March 17) that ‘press and radio will not publish nation-wide round-ups but confine 
themselves to the publication of casualties from their own localities.’ General Sommer. 
vell rightly pleads for realism in place of self-delusion. But the pattern of realism 
must be set by those in the high command, because it is they who know the facts.” 

Free Press—“One of the things to be said of Lt. Gen, Brehon Somerve!l’s addregs 
is that its tone, temper and bluntness should have appeared months ago in the Com. 
mander-in-Chief’s messages to the Nation, and in those of other high-ranking officials, 

“General Somervell is a soldier; a soldier’s business is victory, and the only way 
victory can be achieved is by annihilating the enemy’s power. Currently that means, 
in the general’s words, ‘our No. 1 job right now is to kill Nazis and Japs.” 

“That the general is right clear to the hilt is as plain as the noon-day sun. We 
had emotional unity after Pearl Harbor, but somewhere along the line it was lost— 
or at least it didn’t grow into the active, result-producing kind that must precede 
victory. And in spite of General Somervell’s warning against being ‘overcritical of 
our leaders,’ most of the burden of responsibility for failure rests with them.” 

Herald Tribune—"The general has missed the point. It is not a question of taking 
orders. There is no dispute as to who is to row the boat and who is to steer. The only 
question is as to whether the boat is being rowed hard enough and whether the course 
is being closely followed. The people are desperately in earnest about winning the 
war. What he and others mistake for complacency is a feeling of frustration which 
comes from the consciousness that the people are not doing as much as they could or 
should or want to. They do not reject leadership, On the contrary, they crave it. They 
eagerly await orders, 

“They want to be told the truth about the losses of the armed forces—the whole, 
unvarnished truth. They want to know what sacrifices they can make which will 
lighten the burden of the men at the front,” 








Performance of U, S. Planes 

In the same week that the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee published a _ re- 
port praising the fighting qualities of 
U. 8S. aircraft, Chairman Cannon, of the 
Appropriations Committee, read to the 
Hlouse a letter from Gen, George C. 
Marshall, Chief of Staff, which defended 
the performance of our planes. 

Stating that “there is no satisfactory 
all-purpose plane,” General Marshall de- 
scribed how American fighters must be 
different from the Spitfires which were 
designed for fighting over the British 
Isles and for short flights across the Eng- 
lish Channel, and how our bombers must 
be more heavily armed and armored than 
the British bomber designed primarily for 
night operation. 

He stated that the Zero plane has some 
better flying qualities than American pur- 
suit planes, but is not as good a fighting 
machine. 

“Public discussions of this subject have 
failed to recognize the merits of a good 
fighting plane as contrasted with a good 
flying plane. This has been particularly 
true concerning the Japanese Zero, which 
has excellent flying characteristics. It has 
an extremely rapid rate of climb and good 
ceiling, and is highly maneuverable. How- 
ever, as a fighting machine it lacks in 
certain important characteristics, high 
speed, fire power, leak-proof tanks, and 
armor protection for the pilot and vital

parts of the aircraft. Its record in com 
bat with our fighters and bombers has 
demonstrated its practical inferiority.” 

Chairman Cannon prefaced the reading 
of General Marshall’s letter with a warn- 
ing that criticism of the quality of Ameri- 
can planes may gravely affect “national 
morale.” He added: “Not a single man we 
have sent up would trade the machine 
with whieh we have equipped him for any 
machine he has. met in actual combat in 
the air on any front.” 





Transportation of Dependents 


A decision of the Comptroller General 
has held that the provision in section 
4(b) of the act of 5 June, 1942, authoriz- 
ing transportation at Government expense 
of dependents of military personnel, who 
are otherwise entitled to transportation, 
to locations designated by such military 
personnel when they are transferred or 
assigned to stations where Government 
quarters are not available for dependents, 
applies only after the Secretary of War 
through his proper agent has refused per- 
mission for the dependents to accom- 
pany the officer or man because of the non- 
availability of Government quarters, and 
does not apply to a case where the of- 
ficer or man himself determines that pub- 
lic quarters are not available at a sta- 
tion from which dependents have not 
been excluded by proper authority. 





Restore Officer to Active List 

The House this week approved and sent 
to the President legislation, S. 2364 
which would restore to the active list 
former Ist Lt. William J. Tepsic, 176th 
Field Artillery, NGUS, who was convict 
ed of misappropriating about 65. cents 
worth of government gasoline. 

Several enlisted men apprehended in 
the theft of the gasoline, implicated 
Lieutenant Tepsic, stating that the gaso 
line was for his use. The Military Com 
mittees of the House and Senate point 
ed out that no punishment was meted out 
to the men, that Lieutenant Tepsic was 
convicted solely on their testimony, and 
that the sentence of dismissal was up 
reasonably harsh. 


Import Gifts Tax Free 

Senator Wiley, of Wisc., introduced leg- 
islation this week which would permit 
the duty-free importation of gifts to the 
United States from members of the armed 
forces serving abroad. The maximum 
limjt set on these gifts is $100, after 
which a duty tax would be imposed. 

Senator Wiley said that while the bill 
provided a maximum of $100 as contrast- 
ed to the $50 limit proposed by Treasury 
lawyers, it would nevertheless expedite 
legislative action, and that is what he 
wanted with Christmas so near. 





Army First Sergeants 

The War Department first provided 
pay of the first pay grade for first ser- 
geants, then added one stripe to their | 
chevrons. Now it is learned rank between 
master sergeants and first sergeants, ap- 
pointed after 1 Sept., will be determined 
by seniority. Master sergeants appointed 
prior to 1 Sept., will, however, out-rank 
all first sergeants.

Mountain troops will soon have two 
new types of shoes, one a canvas-top, 
rubber-soled item, and another, designed 
for use on wet, rocky terrain, which has 
a leather top and a rope sole. 
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Raise Nurses Pay 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week began consideration of legis- 
lation to raise the pay of members of the 
Army Nurse Corps to the level of Regu- 
lar Army officers. 

Before the bill is finally enacted, proba- 
pilities are strong that it will include the 
Navy Nurse Corps, and provision for com- 
missioning of physiotherapists and die- 
ticians. 

Prompt approval of the measure by the 
committee is expected. Passage by the 
House is a foregone conclusion. 

Indeed, an indication of the temper of 
the House was given when legislation to 
raise the pay of members of the Women’s 
Army Auxiliary Corps was called up in 
the House on Monday, 5 Oct. 

With but a single objection needed to 
block passage on the consent calendar, 
two members, Representatives Russell, 
of Tex., and Voorhis, of Calif., objected 
to consideration. 

Although the manager of the WAAC 
bil, Chairman May of the House Mili- 
tary Affairs Committee, explained that 
the measure merely raised pay of WAACS 
to the level of pay of the Women’s Re- 
serve of the Naval Reserve, Mr. Russell 
aid, “My main objection to the bill is 
that it leaves out the real valuable serv- 
ices of certain ladies in the Army, and 
that is the Nurses’ Corps. In the inter- 
est of fair play to them... I am compelled 
to object.” 

“IT have the same feeling about leaving 
out these Army nurses,” declared Mr. 
Voorhis. 

It was not until Mr. May, and the ma- 
jority leader of the House himself, prom- 
ised that the nurses would speedily be 
taken care of, that the House permitted 
the WAAC pay bill to pass. 

The majority leader, Mr. McCormack, 
stated that he had talked personally to 
the War Department and urged them to 
expedite action on the Nurses pay bill, 
ILR. 7633, introduced last week by Rep- 
resentative Edmiston, of W. Va. 

Chairman May stated that he would 
hold hearings on the bill as soon as the 
War Department made a report on the 
bill, “Whether they are for it or against 
it, I shall have hearings on it,” he de- 
cared. 

The House Military Committee began 
hearings on the Edmiston bill the follow- 
ing day, 6 Oct. 

It was soon developed by the hearings 
that the War Department favored an 
increase in nurses pay, but had some ob- 
jections to the form of the Edmiston bill, 
a bill which has the support of the Ameri- 
can Legion, Disabled Veterans and Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars. 

H.R. 7633 provides that nurses shall be 
mid for the duration of the war at the 
same rates as officers of the Regular 
Amy, without dependents, of the six pay 
grades. The superintendent would have 
rank and pay of a colonel; assistant su- 
perintendents would receive rank and pay 
of lieutenant colonels; directors would 
receive rank and pay of majors ; assistant 
directors, of captains; chief nurses, of 
first lieutenants, and head nurses and 
nurses, of second lieutenants. 

However, Major Henry W. Longfellow,

Lt. Gen. George H. Brett,

Maj. Gen. Charles D. Barrett, 
just promoted from brigadier gen- 
eral, who is commanding general 
at Camp Pendleton, Santa Marga- 
rita Ranch, Calif. 
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stated that there would be a bad distri- 
bution if the Nurse Corps went to the 
proposed six ranks. 

Of the approximately 16,000 nurses now 
on duty, there would be one colonel, 68 
lieutenant colonels, 3 majors, no captains, 
668 first lieutenants and 15,667 second 
lieutenants. 

Brig. Gen. Miller G. White, Assistant 
Chief of Staff, G-1, told the House Com- 
mittee that the War Department had no 
objection to the Edmiston bill, but had 
not yet received the approval of the Bu- 
reau of the Budget. Moreover, the de- 
partment felt that the bill should be 
amended in some respects, he said. 

He touched briefly on the bad distribu- 
tion in grades the bill would produce, 
saying that some amendments would 
make the bill more workable in the Medi- 
cal Department. 

Also, he continued, the War Depart- 
ment desires to bring physiotherapists 
and dieticians into the Medical Corps as 
commissioned officers. These skills are 
a permanent part of the Medical Estab- 
lishment, but on a civil service basis, 
which works well enough in peace time, 
but not in war when it is desired to send 
persons of both skills into the theater of 
operations, in which case they should 
have military status. 

Major Longfellow, answering the ques- 
tions of committee members about fea- 
tures of H.R. 7633, reminded them that 
the bill was not a department measure. 

Asked about retired pay, he stated 
that it was covered in the bill. Trans- 
portation, he said, is provided for in ex- 
isting law. 

However, Representative Brooks, La., 
persisting in this line of inquiry, asked 
why the transportation allowances now 
provided for officers should not be given 
to nurses. 

“It’s just a question of how far you 
want to go,” replied Major Longfellow. 

Representative Kilday, of Tex., asked 
why the bill should not be an amendment 
of the Pay Readjustment Act in which the 
compensation of nurses is set forth, and 
the witness replied that that was just a 
question of whether or not the Congress 


wants to make this permanent legisla- 
tion. 
The pay act covers both Army and 


Navy nurses, while the pending bill ap- 
plies only to the Army Nurse Corps. 
There is strong likelihood that it will be 
amended to cover the Navy nurses. 

Chairman May adjourned the hearings 
until this coming Tuesday, asking the 
War Department to have its recommenda- 
tions ready by that time so the com- 
mittee would have something concrete to 
work on, 

A companion bill to H.R. 7633 has been 
introduced in the Senate by Senator 
Johnson, of Colo., but hearings on it have 
not yet been scheduled. 





Springfield Armory Honored 

The Army-Navy “E” production award 
was presented on 30 Sept. to the Spring- 
field, Mass., Armory, under command of 
Col. Earl McFarland, Ord., in ceremonies 
attended by Maj. Gen. Sherman Miles, 
commanding general, First Service Com- 
mand, and Maj. Gen. Thomas J. Hayes, 
chief of Industrial Division of the Ord- 
nance Department. 

In a congratulatory message, Under 
Secretary of War Robert P. Patterson 
said: “Last April, four months after the 
war began it was made known that every 
American soldier entitled to bear a Gar- 
and was armed with one. There could be 
no higher commendation than that for the 
Springfield Armory and its employees.” 

Lt. Gen. Brehon Somervell wired: 
“Please extend my congratulations to the 
workers of Springfield Armory on this oc- 
casion. The splendid job they are doing 
is an inspiration to war workers through- 
out the nation.” 

Maj. Gen. Levin H. Campbell, jr., Chief 
of Ordnance, sent the following message 
to Colonel McFarland: “Heartiest con- 
gratulations to you and the entire staff 
of the Springfield Armory upon the well

Under Secretary of the Navy James V. 
Forrestal said: “Your greatest satisfac- 





tion should be the realization of what the 
materials you produce mean to the men 
on the fighting front. Their needs and 
their sacrifices should be an unforget- 
able challenge to your future operations.” 

In accepting the award, Colonel McFar- 
land said: “The soldier’s best friend is 
his rifle. Springfield rifles have marched 
in many a campaign; have fought in 
many a battle. With toughened soldiers, 
with salty sailors, with leatherneck ma- 
rines, they have won their laurels. That 
places us close to our fighting men.” 

He concluded:

Raise WAACS Pay 


Legislation to increase the pay of mem- 
bers of the Women’s Army Auxiliary 
Corps passed the House this week, but 
only after leaders of the House promised 
that legislation would be pushed to raise 
the pay of nurses to the same levels. 

When the bill, 8. 2751, to raise the pay 
of members of the WAAC was called up 
5 Oct. on the consent calendar, Repre- 
sentatives Russell, of Texas, and Voorhis, 
of Calif., objected to its consideration. 

Chairman May of the House Military 
Committee, which reported the bill, ex- 
plained that the bill did no more than 
equalize the pay of WAACS with the 
WAVES. 

“My main objection to the bill,” de- 
clared Mr. Russell, “is that it leaves out 
the real valuable services of certain ladies 
in the Army, and that is the Nurses’ 
Corps.” 

“May I say to the chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs that I have the 
same feeling about leaving out these Army 
nurses,” stated Mr. Voorhis. 

An objection by any member would have 
prevented passage on the consent calen- 
dar, and it was only after Mr. May, and 
the majority leader himself, Representa- 
tive McCormack, of Mass., had assured 
the members that the nurses were being 
taken care of in a separate bill, that the 
WAAC bill was permitted to pass, 

The bill as passed by the House is iden- 
tical with the version approved by the 
Senate except as to pay of the higher 
officers of the WAACS. Differences be- 
tween the two versions must now be 
ironed out in conference, 

Both bills provide that enlisted WAACS 
shall receive the same pay as the seven 
enlisted grades in the Army. 

The specialist grades originally set up 
for the WAACS are abolished, and spe- 
cialists will be compensated with higher 
enlisted grades, as in the Regular Army. 

WAACS, under the bill, are permitted 
to allot pay, and persons enrolled for the 
officer candidate school are allowed trans- 
portation to and from the schoo] though 
not actually enrolled as members of the 
Women’s Army Auxiliary Corps. 

Pay of officers is generally increased, 
and a new grade of field director is cre- 
ated. Differences between present pay, 
that proposed and adopted by the Senate, 
and that approved by the House are 
shown in the following table.

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Washington Officers Drill 


Determined that all officers on duty in 
Washington should have at least a basic 
knowledge of drill and classroom work, 
the War Department has inaugurated a 
series of short courses at Ft. Myer, Va.

(Continued from First Page) 
tion to 23. We have at the present time 
18. We have approved billets now for 18 
more, making a total of 31, and it is quite 
probable that in the reorganization in the 
next six months, before the end of the 
fiscal year, that will go up considerably.” 
j Asked by Representative Taber, of N 
Y., how many more flying admirals were 
contemplated, Captain Ragsdale said, 
“We foresee at least 89.” 

He explained that the Navy has 12 rear 
admirals on sea duty connected with the 
Pacific Fleet. “We have 8 task forces now 
in the Pacific Fleet. We have aircraft car- 
riers; we have the commander of Naval 
patrol on duty at Pear! Harbor, and we 
have the commander of the fleet aircraft 
on the west coast, whose function is to 
handle all material and personnel des- 
tined for the Pacific Fleet, and a similar 
command elsewhere.” 

Admiral Towers later confirmed Cap- 
tain Ragsdale’s figures stating the 39 to- 
tal “probably will be changed upward.” 

The committee recommended the re- 
moval of the limitation in the Second Sup- 
plemental National Defense Appropria- 
tion Bill for 1948, and the House adopted 
the recommendation. In its report the 
Appropriations Committee stated that re- 
moval of the limitation of 23 “would place 
the Navy on a parity with the Army. That 
is the only genuine justification. Perma- 
=— policy is one for post-war determina- 
tion.”

“The Senator is correct,” replied Mr. 
Johnson. 

“If we do not take some such action as 
that now proposed,” continued Mr. Clark, 
“we are likely to have a National Guard 
or Reserve Colonel, let us say, in com- 
mand of troops, and some major or cap- 
tain from the Regular Army will be 
getting more pay than the colonel, his 
commanding officer.” 

The substance of the amendment Rep- 
resentative Sparkman proposes to add 
to S. 2723, is embodied in a bill. H. R. 
7437, which he introduced on 28 July. 
Ilowever, that bili would provide only 
that “all officers of the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and the Coast Guard who 
shall have served as an enlisted man or 
warrant officer in either, or all, of said 
services shall, for pay purposes, be en- 
titled to longevity pay for all such serv- 
ice.” Thus Reserve or National Guard 
officers would not benefit from the meas- 
ure, nor would enlisted service in the ac- 
tive National Guard be counted, 

Mr. Sparkman declared this week that 
he will rephrase his amendment to cover 
these groups. Moreover, he will add 
lunguage to insure that the words “for 
pay purposes” shall be interpreted to in- 
clude not only longevity pay but the 
pay period in which the officet shall be 
placed,

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American Airmen Busy 


Maj. Gen. Russell Maxwell, American 
commander in the Middle East, reported 
to the War Department this week that 
the American Air Force in Egypt, under 
command of Maj. Gen. Lewis H. Brere- 
ton, has struck hard at Axis ships, har- 
bors, and desert supply lines in Africa. 

He disclosed in the graphic report that 
from June until September, air units 
dropped 3,161,000 pounds of bombs, 969,- 
000 pounds last month. 

American heavy and medium bombers, 
operating with British fighter units, have 
harried the communications of General 
Erwin Rommel, and have struck effective- 
ly at German and Italian land forces, 

The Consolidated B-24 Liberators car- 
ried out 77 missions in the period from 
June to September, while the medium 
bombers, the B-25’s, have Scourged the 
Axis lines in Africa, carrying out 13 mis- 
sions. 

The bombers have destroyed or badly 
damaged 37 enemy ships, while docks, 
warehouses, ammunition dumps and oil 
storages have been fired. The heavy 
bombers have ranged in an area as far 
afield as Suda Bay at Crete and Navarino 
Bay in Greek waters. 

During this pertod, bombers destroyed 
six enemy airplanes and probably seven 
more and damaged eight, while additional 
planes were destroyed on the ground. One 
American combat crew, the report said, 
flew a total of 224 hours in 21 missions. 

Our combat losses were fiye B-24 and 
six B-25 bombers and eight P-40 fighters. 


Advertising by War Plants 

Advertising expenditures of corpora- 
tions substantially engaged in the produc- 
tion of war materials will be deemed 
reasonable by governmental price adjust- 
ment agencies when reviewing over-all 
corporate profits, provided such expendi- 
tures are ordinary, necessary and bear a 
reasonable relationship to the corpora- 
tions’ business activities. This policy, set 
forth on 8 Oct. in a joint statement by 
the Price Adjustment Boards of the War 
and Navy Departments and the Maritime 
Commission, is similar to that applied 
to certain other operating costs.

Reimburse for Travel Expenses 


The War Department this week re- 
quested authority from Congress to per- 
mit finance officers of the Army to re- 
imburse service personnel for travel ex- 
penses of their dependents and house- 
hold goods on a mileage basis. 

A bill, 8. 2818, to carry out the pro- 
posal was introduced by Senator Rey- 
nolds, of N. C., and was immediately re- 
ported by the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee. 

The War Department pointed out that 
the present travel law permits service 
men to receive transportation in kind 
for their dependents or goods, or to be 
paid in cash the amount of such transpor- 
tation. Since more and more personnel 
elect to use private vehicles and obtain 
travel cost in cash, a heavy burden has 
been thrown upon the rate clerks in the 
office Chief of Finance and delays in re- 
imbursement have been experienced. 

Under the proposed bill, any finance of- 
ficer could compute the amount to be paid 
by obtaining the mileage to be travelled 
from the Official Mileage Tables of the 
War Department, and applying to such 
mileage the following travel rates: 

Four cents a mile for each dependent 
12 years of age or more. 

Two cents a mile for each dependent 
more than 5 but less than 12 years of 
age. 

Nothing for any dependent less than 5 
years of age.

Full Credit for ORC Service 


The Comptroller Genera] has held that 
the provision in section 3 of the Pay 
Readjustment Act of 1942, requiring con- 
firmation in grade and qualification for 
all general service in order that full time 
for periods during which an officer held 
a reserve commission may be counted for 
longevity pay purposes, applies only to 
the Naval Reserve Force and the Marine 
Corps Reserve Force in which, from 1916 
to 1925, such confirmation and qualifica- 
tion were required, and does not apply 
to the other reserve services named there- 
in, the laws pertaining to which did not 
require such confirmation and qualifi- 
cation. 

A Marine Corps Reserve officer who, 
prior to acceptance of a commission in 
the Marine Corps Reserve, held a com- 
mission in the Officers’ Reserve Corps of 
the Army may be credited, for purposes 
of computing longevity pay under section 
3 of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942, 
with full time for all periods during 
which he held a commission in such Of 
ficers’ Reserve Corps. 


Warrant Officer Changes 

Two changes to Army regulations con- 
cerning warrant officers were released 
for publication this week. They are: 

Changes No. 3 to AR 610-10, 13 Sept., 
1941, which add new classifications; and 
Changes No. 1 to AR 610-15, 12 Aug., 1942, 
which report that the commanding gen- 
eral of the Air Forces, Ground Forces, 
Services of Supply, departments, defense 
command, theatres of operations, base 
commands, and like commands outside 
the United States have authority to ap- 
point temporary warrant officers junior 
grade, except Army Mine Planter Ser- 
vice and band leader warrant officers, to 
fill authorized vacancies.

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A NEW ELECTRONIC SUN! 


The famous RCA Electron Microscope has a new 
attachment—a diffraction camera, so that man’s 
eye can see the enormously magnified structure of 
an infinitesimal object and actually determine its 
atomic design. 


The atoms are not seen but the new adapter 
finds out whete they are. The revealing picture 
looks like the midnight sun. But in reality this is 
not a picture of anything. It is the spirit of the 
crystal structure—an assembly of complex clues 
from which the mathematical detective can deter- 
mine how the atoms take their orderly arrange- 
ments in various substances. 


Scientists call the picture a diffraction pat- 
tern—a pattern from electrons, which found 





their way through the crystal lattice—that invis- 
ible, exquisite arrangement of atoms which nature 
fashions from humble table salt to the lordly 
diamond. It is a set of concentric circles, some 
diffuse, others sharp. From the dimensions of the 
circles and the intensities, the arrangement of the 
atoms in the material is determined, so that the 
crystal structure can be identified and analyzed. 


Thus, RCA Laboratories open new and 
unseen worlds for exploration as the Electron 
Microscope coupled with the new diffraction 
camera sees deeply into electronic and submicro- 
scopic realms.

Second Supplemental Bill, 1943 


The House passed this week and sent 
to the Senate the Second Supplemental 
National Defense Appropriation Bill for 
1943, in which are included funds of $6,- 
236,956,621, of which 90 per cent is ear- 
marked for Navy Department use. 

The bill brings the grand total of war 
appropriations to approximately $222,- 
000,000,000. 

In addition, new contract authority 
awarded to the Navy Department in legis- 
lations provides $9,510,000,000 for the 
construction of naval surface craft. 

The huge Navy appropriation, a com- 
mittee report said, is due to four factors ; 
commissioning of additional fleet units 
and patrol craft, aviation augmentation, 
larger Marine Corps forces, and previous- 
ly unprovided for legislation, 

About 68 per cent of the Navy’s $5,- 
595,388,308 is allocated for aviation needs, 
which include the purchase of 14,611 
planes. For nonrigid airships, the House 
voted $36,330,000. The total aviation fig- 
ure in the bill is $3,822,000,000. 

The ship contract authorizations, pro- 
vided for in laws approved this June 
would add 500,000 tons of aircraft car- 
riers and a similar tonnage of cruisers 
to the fleets, in addition to 900,000 tons 
of destroyers and destroyer escort ves- 
sels, 200,000 tons of auxiliary ships, and 
1,000 small patrol, mine, and mine-sweep- 
ing vessels. 

Only appropriation request to be cut 
was that of the Coast Guard which lost 
$4,586,000. The report said: “The reduc- 
tion may be a bit arbitrary, but the com- 
mittee’s examination of the numerous 
projects over which the additional amount 
is spread suggested, in some respects, at 
least, a somewhat extravagant trend, 
leading to the opinion that the lesser 
amount proposed would suffice to enable 
this component to accomplish its respon- 
sibilities adequately and effectively.” 

While the Coast Guard sought to re- 
move the limitation on the number of en- 
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listed men which may be assigned to head- 
quarters, the House version of the bill 
increases this number only ten, to 55. 

The Bureau of Medicine and Surgery 
was granted a supplemental appropria- 
tion of $19,766,000 ; while $21,640,000 was 
allocated for training purposes. 

The bill carried the following two im- 
portant provisions: 

That during the fiscal year 1943 furlough 
rations shall be paid at the same rate as that 
fixed for commuted rations and payments for 
furlough rations heretofore made are hereby 
authorized: Provided further, That enlisted 
men may be employed in such bachelor offi- 
cers’ quarters and messes as may be specifi- 
cally designated by the Secretary of the Navy: 
Provided further, That increased pay for 
aerial flights may be paid to more than 23 
officers above the rank of captain (no certifi- 
cate shall be required that extraordinary 
hazards were incurred during the period in 
which aerial flights are made). 

That limitations with respect to the furnish- 
ing of equipment for officers’ messes ashore 
shall not apply to such Coast Guard loca- 
tions as may be specifically designated by the 
Secretary of the Navy. 





USS Grunion Missing 


The submarine Grunion, reported lost 
in the Pacitic, was a vessel of 1,526 tons 
and was launched on 22 Dec. 1041, with 
Mrs. Stanford C. Hooper, wife of Kear 
Adm, Hooper, as spousor. The sub was 
built at the Electric Boat Company, 
Groton, Conn. 

Lt. Comdr. Mannert L. Abele, USN, 
her commander, was a native of Quincy, 
Mass., where he was born 11 July lvvs. 
After serving in the Navy as an appren- 
tice seaman, he was appointed to the 
Academy and was graduuted in 1926.

Navy Policy on Losses 


“It is the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment to give the public, just as quickly 
as it can be accurately and authentically 
given, information as to losses,” Under 
Secretary James V. Forrestal agreed in 
Congressional hearings released this 
week, Only military security would post- 
pone an announcement, he said. 

He explained that the policy with re- 
guards to public announcement of losses 
is established by the Secretary of the 
Navy, who would follow the recommen- 
dations of the Chief of Naval Operations 
and the Commander in Chief. 

Mr. Forrestal assured that the Navy 
was notifying families of individual cas- 
ualties as soon as definite information 
was received. “We tell the truth when 
we know it,” Rear Admiral Randall 
Jacobs, Chief of the Bureau of Naval 
Personnel, interjected. 





Survives Jap Brutalities 


According to the account by Sgt. Rich- 
ard T. Wright, a Marine correspondent in 
the South Pacific, Pvt. 1cl KHugene O. 
Moore, USMC, is living on borrowed time. 
Sixty-five Japs trapped him in his tank 
on Gavutu Island, ripped open the hatch, 
threw hand grenades into it, and set it 
on fire. 

Smoke and fumes forced Moore out of 
the tank after the other crew members 
had been killed. The Japs grabbed him, 
knocked him down, kicked him, jabbed 
him with a pitchfork, knifed him, then 
picked him up and bounced him off the 
side of the tank. 

“I guess they thought I was dead,” 
Moore recalls. “I had quite a bit of blood 
on me, and was unconscious.” 

Private Moore at first was believed to 
have been killed in action. Rescued by 
his comrades and skillfully cared for by 
Navy doctors, he is very much alive to- 
day, after being evacuated from the Solo- 
mons to this base with other Marine 
wounded. 





Pearl Harbor’s Losses 


Capt. Leland P. Lovette, USN, director 
of the office of Public Relations, told a 
Seattle, Wash., civic club on 7 Oct. that 
he hopes the full story of the attack on 
Pearl Harbor can be told on 7 Dec., the 
anniversary of the sneak attack. 

“There have been hundreds of rumors,” 
he said, “but in the light of history, I be- 
lieve Secretary Knox’s original statement 
will be accepted as the whole truth—ex- 
cept for the damage to certain ships, 
which, if made known, might have led to 
the loss of the whole base.” 

“Bad as it was, it could have been 
worse,” Captain Lovette said. 





Navy Temporary Rank Pay 

The House this week approved and the 
Senate Naval Affairs Committee report- 
ed legislation (H.R. 7577) which would 
insure that enlisted men of the Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps or Coast Guard promoted to 
temporary commissioned officer rank, 
either directly or after temporary serv- 
ice as warrant officer, shall receive at 
least the pay allowances of a warrant 
officer. 

The bill amends the temporary pro- 
motion act of 24 July 1942, which has 
been interpreted by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral to insure thet an enlisted man pro- 
moted temporarily more than once shall 
be saved the compensation of his perma- 
nent grade only. Thus, if an enlisted 
man were appointed warrant officer he 
would receive at least the compensation 
of his enlisted grade, but if further pro- 
moted would suffer a reduction in pay 
and allowances, if his pay as warrant offi- 
cer was more than his pay as enlisted 
man. 

Under the new bill, a man so promoted 
two or more times would receive at least 
the pay of warrant officer and would suf- 
fer no reduction in compensation by rea- 
son of any of the promotions. 

However, since this proposal would re- 
sult in an enlisted man, first appointed 
warrant officer and then ensign, receiving 
more pay than an enlisted man appoint- 
ed directly to grade of ensign, the Dill 
also provides that enlisted men promoted 
directly to commissioned rank shall re- 
ceive at least the pay and allowances of 
a warrant officer of like service. 





Marines Take Chemical Course 


The first Chemical Warfare enlisted 
men’s course for Marines is now in ses- 
sion at the Chemical Warfare School, 
Kdgewood Arsenal, Md. The 15 students 
enrolled are:

Transfer on Secret Orders 

Legislation (S. 2679) authorizing the 
Comptroller General to pay for travel of 
dependents and household effects of per- 
sonnel of the Navy, Marine Corps, Coast 
Guard and Coast and Geodetic Survey 
who are transferred on secret or confi- 
dential orders was approved by the House 
this week. The Senate promptly accept- 
ed a minor House amendment and sent 
the bill to the White House. 

The Comptroller now requires copies 
of travel orders before he will approve 
payment of travel money. Under the new 
act, department heads need only certify 
that a transfer occurred. 





Extending Service Pay 


Legislation, S. 2836, introduced this 
week by Senator Johnson, of Colorado, 
would provide that upon discharge after 
the war the pay, excluding allowances, 
of all persons in the armed forces of the 
United States who served at least 90 days 
during the war shall be continued for a 
period of six months. 

In no case, under the bill, would the 





monthly pay exceed $200. 


The bill, sponsored by the American 
Legion, Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
Disabled American Veterans, is designed 
to make the transition from military 
to civilian life after the war much easier 
on service personnel. 





Navy Ration Law 

Legislation, S. 2678, suspending for the 
duration of the war the requirement that 
the Navy issue a ration made up of items 
prescribed by law, was passed by the 
House this week and sent to the President 
for approval. 

In place of the ration in kind, the local 
messes would furnish a balanced meny 
based on a limit in total cost. About 4 
third of the Navy, including crews of de. 
stroyers and other small craft, is now 
subsisted on the money ration. 





Navy Sea Duty Decisions 


The Comptroller General has held that 
a Navy officer, without dependents, whose 
paramount duty is shore duty may not be 
paid rental allowance under section 6 
of the Pay Readjustment Act of 1942 
while on temporary additional duty at 
sea which has been defined as “sea duty” 
by the Secretary of the Navy for addi- 
tional pay purposes under section 2 of 
said act, nor may he elect to receive ren- 
tal allowance in lieu of the additional 
pay prescribed for sea duty. 





Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Relief Act 

The President this week approved leg- 
islation amending the Soldiers’ and Sail- 
ors’ Civil Relief Act of 1940. 

The act, H.R. 7164, broadens the bene- 
fits conferred by the original act of 1940 
and makes provisions of the act appli- 
cable to those who enter the service after 
17 Oct. 1940. 





Navy-Yale Game 
Rear Adm. John R. Beardall, superin- 
tendent of the Naval Academy, has ap 
proved the trip by 1,600 members of two 
battalions to Baltimore by boat on I7 
Oct. to attend the Navy-Yale game. 
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WAVES Graduate at Smith 


The first graduating class has been 
turned out by the Women Appointed for 
Voluntary Emergency Service at the 
Smith College Training School. Lt. Com- 
mander Mildred H. McAfee, director of 
the WAVES, and Capt. Herbert W. Un- 
derwood, commanding officer at the 
school, reviewed these 120 women who 
looked trim and military in their gold 
praided uniforms in front of historic 
Faunce Hall on 30 September, when they 
formally entered real Government serv- 
ice. In the class were two lieutenants, 
$7 lieutenants (jg)), and 81 ensigns. 

Commander McAfee told the class: 

“Less than a month ago many of you were 
still in civilian life and, although these last 
few weeks at the Naval Training School have 
been extremely busy for you, your real jobs 
in the Navy begin today. The indoctrination 
courses, the drfll and the countless other de 
tails which have filled your time here are 
merely necessary preliminaries for all Naval 
officers. What really counts most of all is 
the work you do after you leave this school 
and the example you set for the hundreds 
ef women who will follow you in training. 

“Not until the women are thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the many jobs which Navy 
men are doing at our inany shore stations 
and not until they are adequately trained 
to assume these responsibilities will the 
women’s reserve make its really significant 
contribution to the war effort. Upon your 
shoulders rests a large share of the respon- 
sibilities of preparing these women for their 
service in the Navy.” 

From all parts of the country, new 
members of this distinctive group of 
workers has been assembling at Smith 
where the cluss numbers 900; at Okla- 
homa A. and M., where 600 yeomen will 
be trained for clerical work, at the Uni- 
versity of Indiana where classes in store 
work will be taught, and at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin which will teach funda- 
mentals of radio work. Then, on 10 
November, Mt. Holyoke College’ in 
Massachusetts will take several hundred 
workers. 

Commander McAfee recently declared 
that practically all the applications have 
been for officer ratings—few for non- 
commissioned status. Speaking at a 
Washington gathering, she said: “I shall 
he very disappointed in American women 
of they have to have the trappings of 
officers to serve their country.” 

She told her listeners the opportuni- 
ties for the enlisted women in the Navy 
ire almost comparable to the enlisted 
men, and pointed out that they can be 
trained in radio work, mechanical skills, 
in the field of aviation where they can do 
everything from ground work and 
mechanics to almost flying a plane in 
actual combat zones. 

Referring to the question of pay, she 
pointed out that a chief petty officer gets 
higher remuneration than does a second 
lieutenant, adding ‘“‘Now it takes a smart 
person to be a yeoman—to do the clerical 
work of the Navy.” There is almost no 
limit to the real work that is to be done 
in this branch of the service before the 
boys needed for combat duty are finally 
Placed there, she said. 

Reminding her listeners that women 
did not ask to be put in Women’s Auxi- 
liaries but that the Army and Navy had 
asked for them, she declared the Ameri- 
‘én women would meet the challenge and 
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make good. To that oft-asked question, 
“How does the Navy like the WAVES?” 
she answers, “they receive us enthusias- 
tically.” 

“Women have been representatives in 
all peace movements,” she averred. 
“Now we are doing a complete round- 
about-face and contributing to the war. 
We all keep on hoping for peace. But 
first we have to see that the war is won 
so that it will be a war worth fighting.” 

Edith Kingdon Gould, grandaughter 
of Jay Gould, has joined the WAVES and 
will study radio operations at the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 

Commander McAffee supports’ the 
Navy’s requirements for a college train- 





ing for those seeking commissions in the 
WAVES, saying: “They are expected to 
be educated people, capable of adapting 
themselves in new situations and with 
so-called ‘qualities of leadership.’ The 
tests for those qualities are largely tests 
of experience. What they have done be- 
fore applying for the Navy is an import- 
ant basis for determining their leadership 
abilities.” 





To Use Helicopters 
Vice Adm. Russell R. Waesche, USG, 
Commandant of the Coast Guard, dis- 
closed in Congressional testimony re- 
leused this week that two helicopters have 
been purchased by the Coast Guard from 





the Army for use in antisubmarine and 
beach patrol duties. He said it was ex- 
pected the helicopters would be of great 
use, in that they can hover over the water, 
similar to a dirigible. 





Heads Navy Lumbering Unit 

Comdr. Oscar L. Carslon, CEC, USNR, 
has been named to head the Navy Lumber 
Coordinating Unit which will provide fol- 
low-up service for all using agencies of 
the Navy Department in expediting lum- 
ber deliveries to Navy projects, and co- 
operate with the WPB in insuring most 
advantageous allocation of lumber sup- 
plies.

OW that President Roosevelt has approved the Act reducing the course at the 
United States Military Academy from four to three years, an action previously 
taken in respect of the Naval Academy, there has emanated from some uninformed 
political quarters a suggestion that both Academies be abolished, and that our Officers 
shall come from the short training courses the war has imposed. The argument in 
support of the suggestion is that the Government in this time of financial stress could 
save money by closing the Academies and relying upon 90-day training to provide for 
its needs. Even to state the argument is to show its fallacy. Agreeing that the soldier 
and collegiate graduates are fine Army and Navy officer material, they themselves are 
conscious of their lack of knowledge, and with determined spirit are endeavoring to 
fit themselves adequately to serve in their responsible positions. They know that the 
instruction they have received to date has come from experienced officers, in the case 
of the Army graduates of West Point and career soldiers, and in that of the Navy 
graduates of Annapolis, They know further that military leadership comes only from 
Study as well as natural aptitude, and in recalling the history of our country they 
note that among the outstanding were graduates of the Service Academies. They are 
familiar, too, with the fact that intensive study is required of the high ranking offi- 
cers of the Armies and Navies of our Allies and enemies. The President, General 
Pershing and all thoughtful men appreciate that to close the Academies would be 
to sound the deathknell of America, Correctly, General MacArthur in a reference to 
the Military Academy in 1935, stated that “The public school system of this country 
is famous in the land. It is the envy of foreign educators throughout the world. At 
the apex of this system, indeed at its very apotheosis, stands the two Service Schools.” 
Graduates of these Institutions have contributed not only to our success on land and 
sea; they also have brilliantly participated in our achievements in the fields of sci- 
ence, industry, and business. Graduates have held elective and appointive offices in 
all branches of the government. Rather than give any thought whatsoever to dimin- 
ishing the importance of the academies, there should be a determination to restore 
their full four-year curricula as soon as possible. 


N failing to afford any appreciable tax relief for members of the Army, Navy, Ma- 
I rine Corps, and Coast Guards, the revenue bill which the Senate is considering, 
constitutes, in effect, a serious reduction in the pay of the enlisted, warrant, and 
commissioned ranks of our fighting forces. In its impact upon the services, the Senate 
bill is even more destructive than the House measure, for whereas both houses grant 
service men a “military exemption” of $250, if single, or $300, if married, the Senate 
version confines the exemption to those below commissioned grade. Thus, the Senate 
would grant this small measure of relief to the millions in the lowest pay brackets but 
penalize to the full extent the smaller number of men in the commissioned ranks. 
Both houses seem to gloss over the principle that all these men are fighting the war 
for the rest of the nation and that to make them kick-back a large part of their income, 
in the form of taxes, is to reduce their income considerably below the rates voted to 
them. They, and the public, have been given to understand that certain specific in- 
comes are granted to men entering the services. If such inhibitory taxes are imposed 
upon these salaries that the recipients are forced to return to the government a large 
part of their incomes, then the rates set forth are misleading. Men in the Service, and 
those entering the Service, besides meriting exemptions beyond those in civil life, de- 
serve special treatment by reason of the fact that they must maintain separate estab- 
lishments for their families and dependents. At present rates of housing and sub- 
sistence, and the restrictions upon movement of dependents, constitute an item of 
huge proportions—an item with which their civilian counterparts do not have to con- 
tend. Fortunately, under parliamentary rules, the provision concerning Service exemp- 
tions is now a matter of dispute and may be rewritten entirely by the conferees. We 
urge that the entire section be reworded so that all Service personnel may be exempt 
from the provisions of the tax measure. Such action might forestall the necessity of 
another general pay raise for the relief of the Armed Forces.

2 October, No. 136 
Far East—1. United States submarines 
pave reported the following results of opera- 
tions against the enemy in Far Eastern 
Waters: 
1 large seaplane tender sunk 
1 large cargo passenger ship sunk 
1 large freighter sunk 
2 medium sized cargo ships sunk 
2 medium sized cargo ships damaged and 
probably sunk 
1 large tanker damaged 
2. These actions have not been announced 
in any previous Navy Department Com- 
munique. 
2 October, No. 137 
North Pacific—l. On 27 September Army 
Liberator bombers dropped bombs on enemy 
ships and shore installations at Kiska. One 
Zero fighter was shot down. Damage to bomb 
objectives could not be determined, All our 
planes returned. 
2.0n the same date near the island of 
Attu three Army bombers attacked a trans- 
port, escorted by a destroyer. Near misses 
damaged the transport which, when last 
geen, had stopped. 
%. During the morning of 28 September a 


strong force of Army heavy bombers, 
escorted by pursuit craft, again bombed 
enemy ships and buildings at Kiska. Zero 


fighters and anti-aircraft batteries on sur- 
face vessels attempted to repel this attack. 
A transport and a submarine were damaged 
and probably sunk and five Zero fighters 
were shot down. One of our pursuit planes 
was lost. 

4, During the afternoon of 28 September 
Army bombers again attacked the Kiska 
area, strafing and bombing ships and shore 
facilities. Results of this attack are not 
known. 

6. During the same afternoon Army planes 
attacked an enemy cargo ship northwest of 
Kiska. The ship was bombed and strafed and 
left in a damaged condition. 


3 October, No, 138 

North Pacific—1i. United States Army 
troops covered and supported by units of 
the United States Navy, have recently oc- 
cupied positions in the Andreanof group of 
the Aleutian Islands. Occupation was effect- 
ed without enemy opposition. Army aircraft, 
including B-24 (Consolidated) and B-17 
(Flying Fortress) bombers, and P-38 (Lock- 
heed Lightning), P-39 (Bell Airacobra), and 
P-40 (Curtiss) pursuit planes, are now oper- 
ating from air fields in these islands. 

2. On 29 September the enemy cargo ship 
which was attacked northwest of Kiska on 
the 28th was again bombed and strafed by 
Army aircraft. No opposition was encounter- 
ed and the ship appeared to have been aban- 
doned. 

8. On 30 September, in the face of con- 
siderable anti-aircraft opposition, Army Con- 
solidated B-24’s bombed ships in the harbor 
at Kiska, An enemy transport was set afire 
by two direct hits. ‘The camp area also was 


bombed and several fires resulted. All our 
planes returned. 

5 October, No. 139 
Pacific Area—1. The USS Grunion (sub- 


marine) has been overdue in the Pacific for 
tome time and must be presumed to be lost. 





2. The next of kin of the personnel of the 
Grunion have been notified. 

5 October, No. 140 

North Pacitic—l, Army bombers, operating 
from our new bases in the Andreanof Group 
of the Aleutian Islands, are making almost 
daily raids on Kiska. Weather conditions 
have favored these operations and the enemy 
has been under continual fire. 

2. On 1 and 2 October many demolition and 
incendiary bomb hits were scored on the 
cump area and the seaplane hangar. Five 
enemy seaplanes were shot down during the 
raid on 2 Uctober. 

3. Although no hits were observed on the 
three cargo ships present at Kiska, subse- 
quent photographic reconnaissance revealed 
that two of these ships were damaged by 
bombs and were beached. 

5 October, No. 141 

South Pacific—1. U. 8. Marines are maintain- 
ing their positions on Guadalcanal while our 
air forces are continuing to attack the enemy 
over a wide area. Clashes with enemy pa- 
trols have been frequent but there has been 
no major change in positions. In spite of our 
determined air attacks it has not been pos- 
sible to prevent the enemy from landing small 
troop reinforcements on Guadalcanal under 
cover of darkness. 

2. On 20 September: 

(a) A small group of Japanese heavy bomb- 
ers with strong fighter escort raided our po- 
sitions at Guadalcanal, Our fighters shot 
down four enemy fighters and forced the 
bombers to jettison their bombs before reach- 
ing their objectives. 

(b) Navy and Marine Corps dive-bombers, 
assisted by Army pursuit planes, raided 
enemy small craft carrying supplies to troops 
on Guadalcanal and bombed and strafed 
enemy troops and equipment ashore. 

(c) Enemy installations at Rekata Bay were 
bombed and strafed by our search planes, 
Fires were observed ashore and two enemy 
seaplanes were destroyed. 

3. On 30 September: 

(a) Rekata Bay was attacked by Navy dive- 
bombers. A munitions dump was set afire and 
two enemy aircraft were damaged, 

(b) Navy and Marine Corps dive-bombers 
and Army pursuit planes continued attacks 
on enemy troop concentrations and supply 
dumps on Guadalcanal. 

4. On 1 Octuber: 

(a) Army pursuit planes continued attacks 
on enemy ground forces on Guadalcanal. 

(b) Navy and Marine Corps dive-bombers 
and torpedo planes attacked four Japanese 
destroyers to the south of the New Georgia 
Group. These ships are believed to have been 
covering a small landing which the enemy 
made at Viru Harbor on the night of 30 Sep- 
tember. One destroyer was hit and damaged 
and when last seen was dead in the water. 

(c) Army Flying Fortresses set fire to a 
small boat off Greenwich Islands at the south- 
eastern end of Malaita Island. 

5. On 2 October: 

(a) The Japanese again attacked Guadal 
canal with a small group of bombers, heavily 
protected by fighters. Our intercepting fight- 
ers shot down four enemy fighters. No bombs 
were dropped. 

(b) Army heavy bombers attacked Rekata 
Bay but results were not observed. 

6 October, No. 142 
South Pacific: 1, On 3 October: 
(a) A small group of Japanese bombers, 
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preceded by about 30 Zero fighters, attempted 
to raid United States installations on Guadal- 
canal, Anti-aircraft batteries shot down two 
enemy fighters while nine more of the attack- 
ing Zeros were shot down by seven Navy 
Wildcat fighters. The enemy bombers turned 
back and dropped no bombs. One United 
States plane was lost but the pilot was saved. 

2. During the night of 3 October-4 October 
Navy and Marine Corps dive-bombers at- 
tacked an enemy heavy cruiser and several 
destroyers which were engaged in landing 
troop reinforcements on Guadalcanal. At least 
one hit was scored on the cruiser, One of our 
planes was shot down but the crew was saved. 

3. On 4 October: 

(a) Shortly after daybreak a group of Navy 
and Marine Corps torpedo bombers scored two 
torpedo hits on the cruiser which was still 
smoking as a result of the previous bomb hit. 

(b) Army pursuit planes and Navy and 
Marine Corps dive-bombers bombed and 
strafed Japanese troops and supply dumps on 
Guadalcanal. 

4. During the above period there was little 
activity between ground forces on Guadal- 
canal, The enemy continued to land small de- 
tachments of troops on the island under cover 
of darkness, 

7 October, No. 148 

North Pacific—l, (a) Reconnaissance by our 
aircraft has failed to detect any signs of con- 
tinued enemy occupancy or activity on Attu 
and Agattu in the western Aleutians for sev- 
eral weeks. 

(b) In the latter part of September, Army 
aircraft bombed Attu, destroying most of the 
buildings on the island, A study of photo- 
graphs made during the raid revealed no trace 
of the enemy on Attu at that time. A similar 
situation has been observed at Agattu. 

2. Attacks by our aircraft on Kiska continue, 
On 5 October Army Liberator bombers, es- 
corted by fighters, dropped many demolition 
and incendiary bombs on the camp area, Hits 
were made on the seaplane hangar, and six 
enemy seaplane fighters were shot down. Only 
light anti-aircraft opposition was encountered 
and all of our aircraft returned. 


GEN. MacARTHUR’S HQ., AUSTRALIA 
1 Oct. 

Northwestern Sector—Activity limited to 

reconnaissance, 

Northeastern Sector—Solomons: Buin 
(Bougainville Island). Allied medium bomb- 
ers raided the airdrome and dispersal areas 
at night, scoring many direct hits. Damage 
is believed to have been extensive. All our 





planes returned safely. 

Buka: In a night attack by an allied medium 
unit, bombs were dropped in airdrome dis- 
persal bays and among stores with unob- 
served results. 

New Guinea: 

Buna: An allied heavy unit bombed enemy 
installations at the enemy's base of supply. 

Kokoda: Allied heavy bombers attacked 
Wairopi Bridge on the enemy's main supply 
line. Both approaches were hit with heavy 
demolition bombs, leaving the bridge sagging 
and badly damaged, Supply dumps in the 
area also were strafed. 

Owen Stanley Area: Our forward elements 
have captured Naoro and are continuing their 
advance, There was no contact with the mafn 
body of the enemy yesterday which is still 
retiring. Additional supplies and equipment 
abandoned by his retreating troops have fall- 
en into our hands, Strong formations of our 
attack bombers with fighters escort harried 
the enemy lines of supply in the Menari area.

Northeastern Sector—Solomons: Faisi-Bou- 
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gainville—In a dawn attack a formation of 
Allied torpedo planes surprised an enemy 
naval force at anchor in the harbor. Three 
enemy light cruisers and two medium mer- 
chant vessels were believed to have been hit 
by torpedoes dropped at close range. Poor 
visibility rendered accurate observation im- 
possible. One of our planes is missing.

USAAF MIDDLE EAST HQ. CAIRO 
2 Oct. 

Two direct hits on a large supply-laden 
Axis merchant ship were mace by United 
States heavy bombers during a late afternoon 
raid on Navarino Bay (Pylos), lower Greece, 
yesterday. 

Numerous near misses also were claimed by 
the American bomber crews who flew thelr 
planes several hundred miles into enemy terti- 
tory in order to reach their objectives. 

The attack was met by German and Italian 
fighter planes. A Messerschmitt-109 came io 
too close to the tightly knit American forma- 
tion and received a dose of top turret fire 
and was last seen diving away followed by 
heavy smoke trails. 

The bomber crews said that Italian fighters 
trailing into the aerial attack “took a look at 
the Messerschmitt, made a feeble pass at the 
formation and disappeared.”

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Awards and Decorations 


The Distinguished Flying Cross was 
awarded 6 October to Lt. Gen. George H. 
Brett, until recently Commander of the 
Allied Air Forces in the Southwest Pacific 
Theater, the War Department announces. 

The presentation was made by Lt. Gen. 
Henry H. Arnold, Commanding General 
of the AAF. Also present at the cere- 
mony in General Arnold’s office in the 
Munitions Building, Washington, D. C., 
were Maj. Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, 
Chief of Air Staff, and several War De- 
partment officials. 

The citation for the award reads as 
follows: 

“George Howard Brett, Lieutenant General, 
United States Army. For heroism and extra- 
ordinary achievement while participating in 
aerial flights from September 1941 to Septem- 
ber 1942. During this period General Brett 
has flown many thousand miles and hundreds 
of hours, much of the time personally piloting, 
into and through enemy-occupied territory. 
Since his appointment as Commander of the 
Allied Air Forces, Southwest Pacific Theater, 
on 17 April 1942, General Brett made fre- 
quent aerial flights to outlying forward posi- 
tions in the combat zone over hostile terri- 
tory. The courage and tenacity of purpose 
demonstrated in these flights uphold the 
noblest traditions of the Army Air Forces.” 

General Brett already holds the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal, awarded him 
25 June, 1942, for “exceptionally meritori- 
ous service” as United States Army mem- 
ber of war councils in England, Egypt, 
Burma, China, Java, and Australia, and 
as Deputy Commander of the Southwest 
Pacific Theater of Operations. 

He received thé award of The Silver 
Star by command of General Douglas 
MacArthur on 3 August, 1942, for “gal- 
lantry in action.” 

Twelve Navy pilots, including nine offi- 
cers and three enlisted men, have been 
awarded the Navy Cross or the Gold Star 
for heroic actions in the Battle of the 
Coral Sea. Lt. (jg) Harold R. Mazza, 
USNR, received the Gold Star in lieu of 
a second Navy Cross.

Franklin M. Koons, of Swea City, 
Iowa, in charge of a detachment of 
Ranger snipers during the Commando 
raid on Dieppe, France, has been award- 
ed the British Military Medal for “con- 
spicuous and admirable leadership.” He 
was one of the first four American men 
to fight on French soil in this war and the 
only American decorated by the British 
for service in that battle. 

The British awarded decorations for 
10 American Flying Tigers for gallantry 
in Burma fighting. Brig. Gen. Claire FE. 
Chennault, the Tigers’ commander, re 
ceived the CBE (Commander of the Most 
Excellent Order of the British Empire), 
while the DFC was awarded Edward F.

General Douglas MacArthur conferred

to his death. 

Lt. Col. Alan Shapley, who was a fam- 
ous football player at Annapolis, won the 
Silver Star Medal for saving the life of 
Cpl.

Flight Wins Arnold D. S. M. 


Lt. Gen. Henry Hl. Arnold, Command- 
ing General of the Army Air Forces, was 
awarded a Distinguished Service Medal 
at Bolling Field, D. C., on 2 October upon 
landing at the completion of an air flight 
from Brisbane, Australia, in 77 hours, 14 
minutes of flying time. That part of the 
flight from Brisbane to Hamilton Field, 
Calif., was made in 35 hours, 53 minutes of 
actual flying time, bettering the recent 
record of 36 hours, 10 minutes made in 
August by Lt. Gen. George H. Brett. 

General Arnold’s journey was made in 
a C-87, a transport version of the Con- 
solidated B-24 heavy bomber, while Gen- 
eral Brett used a B-17. 

The Air Medal was awarded 14 mem- 
bers of General Arnold’s crew who accom- 
panied him on the flight from Australia. 

“Our fighter planes are doing a splen- 
did job,” said General Arnold. “In com- 
bat they are bringing down an overall av- 
erage of two and a half to one of our 
planes lost. In August, this average took 
a tremendous leap of five to one, This 
record speaks for itself.” 

He says there is no doubt that the Fly- 
ing Fortress is the toughest plane in the 
air. 

As General Arnold and his men stepped 
from the plane, citations for the awards 
were read by Maj. Gen. James A, Ulio, The 
Adjutant General of the Army. Then 
Assistant Secretary of War for Air Rob- 
ert A. Lovett pinned the DSM on General 
Arnold and presented the Air Medal to 
the other members of the flight crew. 

Present at the ceremony were General 
George C. Marshall, Chief of Staff of the 
United States Army, and Maj. Gen. George 
EK. Stratemeyer, Chief of Air Staff. 

In acknowledging the awards for him- 
self and his men, General Arnold said: 

“It has been my good fortune to wit- 
ness a new chapter in American aircraft 
history. 

“There can be no doubt that the dura- 
bility and flight performance of the C-87 
is today superior. 

“To the crew members of this record- 
shattering trip, may I offer my congratu- 
lations for a job well done—a job that all 
of our men are doing equally well in the 
four corners of the world as members of 
the Army Air Forces.” 

Following is the citation for the award 
of the DSM to General Arnold: 

“Lt. Gen. Henry H. Arnold. For extraor- 
dinary ahievement while participating in an 
aerial flight from Brisbane, Australia, to

SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—In moving to reoccupy the Aleutian Islands captured four months 
ago by the Japanese, the United States is establishing a Second Front, which is di- 
rectly affecting the fortunes of Russia. It is thus in part, compliance with the wishes 
of Premier Stalin, which he officially expressed in representations to President Roose- 
velt, and made public in his significant letter to Mr. Cassidy, the Associated Press 
Correspondent in Moscow. That letter replied to an inquiry from Mr. Cassidy as to 
the place the possibility of a Second Front occupied in the “Soviet estimates” of the 
current situation. The use of the plural of the word “estimates,” indicates that the 
writer had in mind not only the situation in Burope but that in the Far East, and 
it is to be assumed that that too was in the Premier’s thought in formulating his 
response. 

In other words, just as do Washington and London, and our enemies as well, 
Mr. Stalin looks upon the struggle as global, and upon operations in any part of the 
world as affecting those instituted elsewhere. It follows that in his reply, he did not 
specify the locality of the Second Front, the establishment of which he described as 
“a place of first importance.” He did not say the Front should be attempted in 
Europe against Germany, although he knows it is contemplated, and that plans for it 
are approaching completion, Indeed, he mentioned that enemy only in answer to Mr. 
Cassidy’s subsequent questions, Then in comparing the aid Russia is giving the Allies 
in drawing upon itself Hitler’s main force, he said Allied aid to the Soviet Union has so 
far been little effective, and that the Soviet capacity of resisting the German brigands 
is in strength not less, if not greater, than the capacity of Fascist Germany “or of 
any other aggressive power” to secure for itself world domination. Clearly what Mr. 
Stalin intended to convey was that wherever the Front be inaugurated, it would be 
important for Russia strategically, and for its effect upon the morale of the Russian 
people, whom he had inspired by past references to the pledges of aid from the West- 
ern Powers. 

Hence, to Stalin, as to our own experts, our drive to eliminate the Japanese 
from the Aleutian Islands is the start of a Front of great value in connection with 
the magnificent defense the Soviets are making. The Japanese Fleet lies athwart 
Vladivostok, and denies to the Siberian Army supplies from us which it needs, and 
blocks transportation of supplies to the Soviet European Armies by way of the trans- 
Siberian railroad. Threatening Siberia and preventing Stalin from reenforcing his 
Huropean forces from the air, troops and artillery on guard there, is a formidable 
Japanese Army, poised to strike whenever Axis strategy determines it to be wise. 
It was thought that attack would be launched in August or September, and now 
reports are current that as soon as the rivers freeze it will be started. But in the 
meantime the United States had acted. Simultaneously with the publication of the 
Stalin letter urging a Second Front, our Government officially announced the occu- 
pation of the Andreanof Islands, only 175 miles from Kiska, and there has been 
incessant bombing of that enemy-held position since. We have assumed a dual pur- 
pose on the part of the Japanese in seizing Kiska, one, for its service as a stepping 
stone to our mainland, happily averted by our success in the Midway battle, and the 
other as a base against Petropavlovsk, which lies on Avacha Bay in the Kamchatkan 
Peninsula. Occupation of Kiska and Petropavlovsk, which are ovly 650 miles apart, 
would mean that even air reenforcements from us for the Siberian Army would be 
perilous. Our reconquest of the Aleutians on the other hand, will enable us to co- 
operate with that Army in Avacha Bay, which is 540 miles from the Russian segment 
of Sakhalin Island and 900 miles beyond to Tokyo. Aware of these strategical and geo- 
graphical distances, the Japanese High Command is witnessing the establishment of 
a Second Front, which Stalin certainly desires, and necessarily it is entering into 
its calculations in connection with the use to be made of its Manchuquo forces, and, 
likely, is responsible for the failure of those forces to invade Siberia. Another aspect 
of our operations with which the Japanese militarists are familiar, is that the distance 
of the western Aleutians to Japan proper is only a little more than 2,000 miles, and 
from them our bombers can execute missions upon that enemy's principal military 
and industrial centers with a frequency which should soften up the people. 

What we are doing, then, is to put the Axis and Japan in a global vise, with a 
Second Front in Europe, a firmly held Middle East, and a Second Front in the North 
and South Pacific. Admiral Standley, our Ambassador to Russia, is returning to the 
United States for conferences with the President and the High Command. He is 
bringing Stalin’s estimates of the situation. He has had from the Premier an ampli- 
fication of the statement in the letter he addressed to Mr. Cassidy that the Allies fulfill 
their obligations fully and on time. He will learn here that we have delivered more 
supplies than we promised, and when he returns to Moscow he will be equipped with 
information regarding our production and transportation situation and prospects, 
and with our plans to co-ordinate to the utmost, as he himself suggested, the “war 
efforts of the United States and the Soviet Union.” Accompanying him to Washington 
will be his Military and Naval Attaches, Col. Joseph A. Michela, USA, and Capt. Jack 
8S. Duncan, USN. They will apprise the President and their departments of the 
strength and plans of the Soviet Union, so far as they have been able to learn them. 
Our complaint against Russia is that we have been denied valuable infqrmation, but 

we understand that in her desperation she feels she must keep her secrets, particularly 
as this policy was one of the causes of the failure of the rapid conquest which Hitler 
expected. However, where Britain gives us precise data on her needs for specific 
operations, and the character and aim of those operations, Russia has engaged in 
generalities. Our Board of Economic Warfare is ignorant of Russian reserves or raw 
material requirements, and, further, our experts are not given an opportunity at 
Murmansk to be of service in connection with preparing supplies for the railroad 
trip to Moscow because of the strict surveillance applied to them. All these barriers 
to complete understanding must be broken down in order to achieve the complete 
cooperation which Moscow, Washington, and London desire. 

The speeches of Hitler on 80 September, and Field Marshal Goering in the Sports- 
palast last Sunday obviously were shots in the arms of the German people. Hitler 
appealed to national pride, Goering to the stomach and to fear; both were intended 
to gird the country against the hardships of the impending winter. The Blitzkrieg 
having failed, Hitler could no longer promise quick victory, or avoidance of a Second 
Front. He could merely claim that ultimately German arms would prevail. Forced to 
admit that the German air force is not strong enough to establish a second front, 
Goering said the German people must endure the bombing they are suffering and 
that is to come. He urged greater effort to conserve iron and coal, proof that reserves 




















are dwindling; declared that Germany would eat though the rest of Europe went 
hungry, proof that the brutal policy of starvation is to be applied to the conquered; 
admitted that a gigantic task confronted the Axis, proof that Hitler and he had mig. 
calculated in counting upon a short war, and warned that Generals are as subject 
to discipline as any one else, and that if Germany lost the war she would be destroyed, 
proof that fear has replaced confidence as to the outcome of the struggle. The words of 
the German leaders could not but have produced a sombre impression upon the Italian 
people, shaken the belief of the Japanese War Lords in Axis strength, increased the 
desperation of the conquered, and reenforced the German threat of attack upon neu- 
trals should they continue to refrain from rendering all out aid to the Axis. The 
situation as portrayed by the German leaders justified the President’s promise to 
punish the perpetrators of the barbaric crimes being committed by the enemy against 
civilian populations in occupied countries. During the World War, a demand de 
veloped for the punishment of the Kaiser, but it was forgotten as the peace negotia- 
tions at Paris dragged on. This time there will be punishment ; President Roosevelt ig 
determined upon it although he will insist upon a trial in accordance with demo- 
cratic procedure. 


Army Air Forces—That greater Allied planes than anything heretofore known to 
the popular mind have taken or are about to take to the air is assured. For instance, 
one observer reports having seen at the Boeing plant an air- 
ship that makes the Fortress machine look like a pygmy, 
Then, the designer of the famous British fighter, the Hurri- 
cane, is said to have fathered a new machine in the Typhoon 
that is even superior to the Spitfire. Meanwhile, Germany 
has her new Messerschmitt 109-G, a Heinkel 177, and @ 
Junkers 86-P. The Japanese can be expected to show our 
airmen in the Pacific one or more strange wrinkles, but 
what they are is yet to be announced. 

Some details have been made public by the men in 
charge of the Typhoon, the name of which was announced 
It is a single-engined plane, and will do more than 400 mph. It hag

2,400-hp Sabre engines, is armed with machine guns and cannon, and is said to 


have amazing climbing ability. For the remainder, nothing has been allowed to be 
published, though the British production minister recently declared that their new 
plane now coming into production is better at nearly every height and as good at 
any as the best German aircraft. 

The Wright Aeronautical Corporation of Paterson, N. J., has begun to replace 
the two sheet-aluminum parts of the Wright Cyclone aircraft engine with a newly- 
developed plastic material which, in addition to saving many thousands of pounds 
of vital metal every month to be used in other defense factories, is said to be superior 
in other ways to the sheet-aluminum parts. These parts are the bafiles, or air de- 
flectors, and push-rod housings. Other engine makers may adopt the plastic parts as 
standard, thus releasing many tons of aluminum per month. 

The contract between the War Department and Pan American Air Ferries will 
expire on 31 October, the War Department announces. Thereafter the ferrying of 
lend-lease and other aircraft to American forces and the forces of the Allied Nations 
in the Middle East will be handled directly by the Air Transport Command. 

Operations of Pan American Air Ferries under the contract have been well con- 
ducted and contributed substantially to the success of the war program. However, 
it has long been the intention of the War Department to have aircraft ferried into 
combat zones flown by military crews. 

Many of the men engaged in civilian capacity, under the former contract, have 
indicated their desire to continue with the undertaking. An opportunity to do so 
will be afforded by the AAF through the offer of commissions in appropriate grades 
to selected Senior Pilots, Co-pilots, Navigators and certain other technical personnel 
of the Pan American Air Ferries system. 

An office has been set up at the Thirty-sixth Street Airport, Miami, Fla., to 
facilitate this commissioning. Personnel accepting commissions will be called to ae 
tive duty 1 November. 

Of 32,219 landings made since February, 1942, by Flying Fortresses at Hendricks 
Field, an AAF training station at Sebring, Fla., only eight have resulted in damage 
to the airplanes, the War Department has been informed. 

Col. Carl B. McDaniel, AC, Commanding Officer of Hendricks Field, said that 
this excellent flying safety record was due to the cooperation of combat crews, thor- 
oughness of maintenance, and efficiency of the flying instructors. Damage was 80 
slight in the eight accidents that the big four-engined bombers soon resumed flying. 
There were no injuries to personnel. 

Veteran pilots pointed out that this safety record of the Flying Fortresses is 
even more remarkable when it is considered that B-17’s are designed for combat use 
and not for training purposes. 

Army Air Forces enlisted technicians and mechanics have been authorized to 
wear a distinctive silver badge indicating the skills in which they are qualified, 
the War Department announced. The badges will be issued as soon as manufacturing 
arrangements can be completed. 

The design is a gear wheel, encircled by a wreath and surmounted by a four 
bladed propeller. Suspended from the badge, in the manner of a marksman’s medal, 
are one or more silver bars with an inscription noting the technical skill for which 
the wearer has qualified. 

Only enlisted men in the AAF will be awarded the new technician’s badge. Te 
qualify, they must have served at least six months with the Army Air Forces and 
either have graduated from an authorized course in technical training or demom- 
strate their capabilities as a trained technician in one or more of the twenty-four 
specialties for which the badge has been designated. 

The specialties for which the new insignia and appropriate bars have been a 
thorized are: Airplane armorer; airplane electrical, hydraulic, and instrument spe 
cialists; airplane mechanic, machinist, metal worker, and welder; arplane powe 
plant specialist; airplane propeller specialist; A. C. 8S. radio specialist, bombsight 
mechanic, Link Trainer instructor, parachute rigger, photographer, photographi¢ 
laboratory technician, power turret and gunsight specialist, radio V-I mechanl¢ 
radio observer, radio mechanic, radio operator, teletypewriter mechanic, weatbet 
forecaster, and weather observer.

Marine Corps—The Marine Corps has added two major generals by act of Congress 
and also made several important changes in the list of officers. Brig. Gen. Julian C, 
Smith, USMC, and Brig. Gen. Charles D. Barrett, USMC, have been promoted to higher 
ranks. Major General Smith will command the New River, N. C., training station, 
while Major General Barrett will command at Camp Pendleton, Calif. 

These second lieutenant appointments were confirmed: Robert A. Downing, John 
§, Hudson, Robert L. Gillis, Delmar M., Persinger, Irving B. Hayes, Richard W. Mirick, 
William J. Howatt, William G. Shoop, David 8S. Randall, Norman C. Bayley, James 
W. Sperry, Clayton S. Rockmore, John L. Gifford, Fred C. Eberhardt, Henry V. Joslin, 
Lyle K. London, Robert H. Daley, Harry A. Hadd, Floyd M. Johnson, jr., and Paul O. 
Engelder. 

The President has sent to the Senate the names of Brig. Gen. Emile P. Moses, 
Brig. Gen. Ralph J. Mitchell, and Brig. Gen. Harry Schmidt to be elevated to Major 
General. General Moses commands the station at Parris Island, S. C., while Generals 
Mitchell and Schmidt are assistants to the Commandant. The following five have been 
nominated Brigadier General: Col. Louis E. Woods, Col. Earl C. Long, Col. Pedro A. 
Del Valle, Col. Francis P. Mulcahy and Col. Field Harris. The Senate confirmed all 
eight of these officers later in the week. 

Historic sites in Virginia are soon to be incorporated in the Marine base at 
Quantico. The United States has secured the right to occupy approximately 50,000 
acres to the West of the Quantico tract which was purchased in 1918 and made 
into one of the Marine training and concentration points, principally because it was 
inland, it was on deep water, it was central for training puropges, and it was con- 
tiguous to Eastern railheads and shipping ports. 

The area in Virginia added to this post covers parts of Prince William, Fau- 
quier and Stafford counties. While the exact boundaries of the tract can not be de- 
termined until actual surveys have been made, the main tract will be roughly bounded 
by a line beginning in Triangle, Prince William county, at the corner of the present 
reservation on State Road No. 626 and following along State Roads Nos. 626 and 619 
to their intersection with Road No. 646 near Independent Hill, then continuing west- 
erly along Road No. 646 from Independent Hill to its crossing with Cedar Run, south- 
westerly up Cedar Run to the Fauquier county line, southerly in Fauquier county along 
Dorrells Run to Road No. 612, southerly along Road No. 612 to its intersection with 
Road No, 213, easterly along Road 2138 into Stafford county to its crossing of Aquia 
Creek, then continuing easterly with Aquia Creek to its crossing with United States 
Highway No. 1, northerly along Highway No. 1 to the present reservation and along 
the westerly line of this reservation to the beginning point in Triangle. 

In addition to the above, several small parcels on the north side of Roads Nos. 626 
and 619 will be included, and also an area between Highway No. 1 and the Potomac 
River south of the present reservation to Road No. 611 and Tank Creek. Part of the 
described area is in the Chopawamsic Park Area and is Government-owned, under 
the jurisdiction of the Department of Interior. 

As a result of the Navy’s petition to the United States District Court for the 
Eastern District of Virginia, legal possession of these lands has been awarded the 
Government by court order dated 5 October, 1942, but actual title will not pass until 
surveys and appraisals of the properties involved have been made. It will therefore 
be unnecessary for any of the occupants on these lands to move until actually noti- 
fled to do so by a representative of the Navy Department. 

So much for the present status of the land. The town of Dumfries (in Prince 
William County and on Highway No. 1) is one of the most famous clusters of dwell- 
ings in the United States. Long before George Washington was born and later did 
bis trading at a store in Dumfries, this town was laid out by a Scot who, with some 
tthers, set up a tobacco market on Quantico Creek which flowed through that town 
and in those days connected with the Potomac so that ships from Europe tied up at 
is wharves. The port brought to that locality about 2,000 settlers and made it the 
county seat of Prince William. 

Col. Alexander Henderson began there what was the first system of chain stores 
in this country, and the first English-speaking Catholic colony in Virginia was organ- 
ed on the banks of Aquia Creek. A road ran through forests from Dumfries to 
Quantico that still, in 1918, had rails and tree-trunks across its corduroyed surface. 

In that section was one of the centers of “Jeb” Stuart's raiding parties, and the 
treage to be used by the Marines held the towns of Shihloh, Mount, Onville, Staf- 
fords Store, Mount Zion, Bridewells Corner, Black Rock, Garrisons Corner and 
Shackley. 

Now that the Marines are to use this acquisition for artillery practice, those hills 
vill reverberate again with sounds that were very distinct in the days of the Revo- 
lution and Civil Wars. 


Airborne Infantry—Soldiers of the 2nd Division, part of Lt. Gen. Walter Krueger's 
rd Army, looked back today on a period of preliminary training as airborne in- 
fintry.

Bureau of Yards and Docks—Capt. C. A. Trexel, Director of Planning, and A. Amiri- 
kian, Design Engineer, have won the $13,700 Grand Award in the nationwide $200,- 
000 scientific study program sponsored by The James F, Lincoln Are Welding Founda- 
tion, Cleveland, Ohio. This study brought reports of progress in welding from execu- 
tives, engineers, designers, architects, production officials and others throughout the 
industrial field. These included ships, tanks, planes, guns and other war instruments. 
Said Dr. EK. E. Dreene, chairman of the foundation: “The figures, based on repre- 
sentative products and structures, show a possible annual cost savings of $1,825,000,- 
000. This includes 7,000,000 tons of steel valued at $271,000,000 and 153,000,000 man- 
hours of labor. This saving in man-hours will place the industrial manufacturer in 
a strong position to compete in future world markets.”

A system of clearances by the yards, under which workers will not be 
employed unless cleared by the last employer, was established, Clearance will be 
refused for early quitting, loafing, drunkenness, flagrant unauthorized leaves of ab- 
sence or willful violation of safety rules. 


Contract Board—Col. Hugh ©. Smith, JAGD, a former Assistant Judge Advocate 
General and a member of the War Department Board of Contract Adjustments during 
the World War, has been appointed president of the newly created Board of Contract 
Appeals, established in the Office of the Under Secretary of War. 

The board will render final decisions on appeals requiring the action of the 
Secretary of War or his designated representatives under contracts which authorize 
the designation of a board as such representative, 

Associated with Colonel Smith are Maj, Eugene FE. Pratt, JAGD, a member of the 
Supreme Court of Utah now on leave; and Maj. Roswell M, Austin, AUS. Lt. Col. 
Paul G, Thompson, JAGD, for many years with the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
is reporter ; and Lt. Col. Joseph A. Avery, JAGD, is trial attorney. 
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Bureau of Aeronautics—The new Naval Training School at Princeton University 
was opened on 5 October. Its first class consists of 800 officer students. These students 
are recently commissioned officers and in grades from ensign to lieutenant. They 
hail from all sections of the country and all walks of life. 

The course at the new school will last two months and will be devoted to pro- 
fessional subjects. When this class graduates another one will start immediately. 

Capt. R. C. Parker, USN, is the commanding officer, and Comdr, G. E. Sage, 
USN, the executive officer. A staff of 45 officers will instruct the class in professional 
subjects, supervise a physical training program and discipline in the school. There 
also will be a medical and dental staff. 

Classes will be held from 8 a.m. until 5 p.m. under the platoon system of reci- 
tation, study, recitation and study. The student officers will be quartered in Brown. 
Cuyler and Patton Halls. The administrative staff is quartered in Madison Hall 
but later will be transferred to Osborne Field House. The medical unit has quar- 
ters in the university infirmary. 

Bronson Field, the fourth auxiliary base to go into operation under the Pensa- 
cola Naval Air Station’s rapidly expanding program of aviation training, was placed 
in commission the middle of September. Located 12 miles west of the main station, 
Bronson Vield affords one of the largest circle mats of any auxiliary base at the 
“Annapolis of the Air.” The field includes several large hangars, an administration 
building, barracks which will house cadets and bachelor officers, enlisted men’s bar- 
racks, and a large recreation hall which includes a combined gymnasium and audi- 
torium, library, chapel and ship’s service. The ship's service store has a fountain, 
cafeteria and 52 booths which will accommodate 200 customers. 

Naval Aviators checking out of one of the squadrons at the Pensacola Air Sta- 
tion from now on will be more proficient in navigating at night under almost any 
conditions through experience gained during their training under a recently inau- 
gurated program. Considerably more interest has been shown by both students and 
instructors in working out flight problems that carry them far over the Gulf waters 
in the darkness. During the night flights, the section leaders now do all the navi- 
gating while the wing leaders do the tracking, in order to keep check on the navi- 
gators so that they may step into that duty in emergencies. Away from the usual 
ready reference points, such as land markings, lights or familiar coastlines, and 
often lacking a visible horizon, the students are using their instrument flying ability 
in a practical manner. 

A course designated to prepare officers, cadets, enlisted men and British Flight 
students to meet any emergency in the water is now in full operation at Pensacola. 
All students entering the patrol plane squadrons go through the course. Divided into 
two sections, the men learn how to use a life jacket, assemble, inflate and handle 
the rubber boats, and the handling of a parachute in the water. They are also taught 
procedures to use in rescuing shipmates—breaking holds, carrying men, proper swim- 
ming strokes and finally artificial respiration. 

The course is specifically designed for the patrol plane squadrons, but it might 
be used by any squadron whose operations are chiefly over water, Students begin 
the course when they begin training with the patrol planes and its successful comple- 
tion is necessary before they check out of the squadron. 


Armored Force—Lt. Gen. Jacob L. Devers, chief of the Armored Force, declares 
“war is a business of endurance, and the soldier who can outlast his opponent will be 
the one to walk off the battlefield, instead of being carried off.” 

Said he: “One of the tank’s greatest virtues—its speed—is lost if it doesn’t know 
where it is going. Without close support of the air arm the tank becomes a groping 
mass of ineffective strength.” His tank crews are taught to take to the air whenever 
possible, and aviators are urged to ride in tanks so they can understand the particular 
problems of both branches of the service. The general has flown more than 50,000 
miles since assuming his present position. He has more than tripled the number of 
armored divisions and quadrupled the number of tank battalions. 

Gearing its schedule to a more rapid pace, the Armored Force School 
Officer Candidate School, Ft. Knox, Ky., will graduate a class of new second 
lieutenants every week beginning 2 Jan. 1943, a memorandum issued by Lt. Gen. 
Jacob L. Devers, Chief of Armored Force, has announced, Starting with the fifteenth 
class, reporting 4 Oct., a new class will be enrolled every week for the rigorous 13- 
week training program. 

Under the present setup a class of several hundred men is graduated every three 
weeks, The weekly classes, however, will enable a larger number of men to graduate 
each year and students will receive more individual attention. 

The Armored Force Officer Candidate School was organized 1 July, 1941, by 
Brig. Gen. Stephen C. Henry, commandant of the Armored Force School. The Officer 
Candidate School curriculum, which is designed to equip the student-officers for 
service in this highly specialized branch of service, offers among other subjects, 
specialized study in the eight branches of the Army, and in tanks, gunnery, tactics, 
map reading and radio. 


Finance Department—The War Department has promulgated Changes No. 1, to 
AR 35-1380, 23 May, 1941, concerning collection of delinquent accounts due the Gov- 
ernment and its instrumentalities. 


Supply Corps—Rear Adm. William B. Young, (SC), USN, Paymaster General and 

Chief of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, this week in an appeal to New England 
— workers asked for an increase in the production of woolen cloth for Navy uni- 
‘orms. 


He said that while there was suflicient wool on hand, the number of skilled workers 
in the mills had decreased through induction in the Army and transfer to more lucra- 
tive jobs. Declaring that “the man behind the spindle or loom, producing protective 
clothing for our fighting forces, is performing a patriotic service just as vital to 
national security as the services of the men behind our guns,” Admiral Young urged 
woolen workers to stay at their jobs and to increase production. 

To this end, it was announced that Capt. F. P. Delahanty, SC, USN, officer-in- 
charge of the Clothing Division of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts will make 
a brief tour of New England textile mills, 


Army Ground Forces—Changes No. 4 to AR 260-10, 20 Nov. 1931, authorize the

Bureau of Medicine and Surgery—Rear Adm. Luther Sheldon, jr., MC, USN, assist. 
ant to Rear Adm. Ross T. McIntire, Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and Surgery, 
in Congressional testimony released this week, reported that the venereal disease rate 
in the Navy is now approximately 40 per 1,000. He said that during the last wa 
it was for a long time over 100. 

Meanwhile, the testimony, heard on the Second Supplemental Defense Bij 
for 1943, brought out that casualties in the Navy since Pearl Harbor were three times 
the total number of naval casualties in all previous wars of the United States. 

Admiral Sheldon reported to the House committee that our dead are being buried 
where they meet death, and, “The policy now is not to bring back from the outlying 
stations these remains until after the termination of the war.” 

He disclosed that a substitute for quinine is now being developed, which may haye 
far-reaching effects; and said that “we have laboratory research units working 
on the problem that have developed some vaccine against flu which appears to be or 
effective in the small groups where it has been used.” He added, “But we have nothing to 
that we can rely on definitely.” Admiral Sheldon stressed, however, that thus far M 
the Navy has not had a serious epidemic of any kind.

activities carried on at Fort Monmouth. 

Under him are Brig. Gen. Edgar L. Clewell, who continues as Commanding Ge. 
eral of the Signal Corps Replacement Training Center; Col. William O. Reeder, for 
merly assistant Commandant of the Eastern Signal Corps School, who has been made 
Commandant; and Col. J. P. Haskell, formerly Post executive officer, who has bee 
named Post Commander. 

General Clewell and Colonel Reeder will handle the training and schooling of 
Signal Corps officers and enisted men, while Colonel Haskell will concentrate bis 
efforts on the administrative details relating to the operation of the Post.

Navy Hydrographic Office—Its war production now approximating 13,000,000 os 
annually, the Hydrographic Office of the Navy, under Rear Adm. G. S. Brya® 
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Ret., this week moved from the Navy Department building to new quarters at Suit- 


land, Md. 


Transfer of the office, the Navy said, will expedite other newly developed con- 
tributions to the war effort—such as production of upper air pilot charts, night vision 
charts, and the issuance of ocean pilot charts to lifeboats. 

The upper air pilot charts for fliers show, in different colors, wind directions and 
velocity on the surface of the ocean and at varying altitudes. The new night vision 
charts are printed in gray and magenta, so as to be visible under red light. Red light 
is being used in ships’ chartrooms because it enables officers coming off the bridge 
to retain their powers of night vision, which are temporarily destroyed by ordinary 


light. 


The issuance of ocean pilot charts to lifeboats was begun at the start of the war 
by the Hydrographic Office to improve chances of rescue of survivors of torpedoings 
and other shipwrecks. One of these charts is now, by law, kept in every lifeboat of 
merchant and naval vessels. These charts show currents, prevailing winds, sailing 
routes, Storm tracks and icebergs. They are also so constructed as to be readily used 
as navigation charts. They are placed in lifeboats because in many instances in the 
past, lifeboats at sea have made for the nearest land without realizing that by going 
with wind and current to land geographically farther away they could arrive sooner. 





Admiral Sims’ Biography 


(Admiral Sims and the Modern Ameri- 
can Navy, by Elting BR. Morison, Hough- 
ton-Mifflin Co., 2 Park Street, Boston, 
Mass., 1942, 548 pages, $5.00.) 


HE brilliant Naval career that was 
Admiral William Sowden Sims’, and 
which spanned the years 1876-1936, has 
been recaptured most admirably by Mr. 
Elting E. Morison, whose four years of 
research and conversations with ranking 
Naval officials, is culminated in Admiral 
Sims and the Modern American Navy. 
“He remembered Pearl Harbor before 
it happened,” says the author of Ad- 
miral Sims, and the prodigious biog- 
raphy tells the story of his active lead- 
ership in Naval affairs. The book tells 
how in 1900 the North Atlantic Fleet 
fired thousands of projectiles at an old 
lightship from a range of a mile and half. 
Not a single shot was successful. By 
1909, these vessels were making a hit a 
minute on a target 30 by 60 feet at a 
range of five miles. “Sims had taught 
the Navy how to shoot,” the author says. 
And this example is duplicated time 
and again for indeed it was Admiral 
Sims who said: “Merchant ships will 
have to be convoyed in fleets. .. The air- 
plane carrier is the battleship of the fu- 
ture... We are hamstrung in the Pa- 
cific. I do not care what kind of a fleet 
you build, you can not support the Philip- 
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pines. You could only do it by sustained 
operation—by taking islands as you go 
along—taking Guam and fortifying it 
and taking the others and fortifying 
them.” 

The New York Herald Tribune in 1936 
said Admiral Sims had “influenced our 
naval course more than any man who 
ever wore the uniform,” and Mr. Mori- 
son’s excellent book, it seems, is dedi- 
cated to the preof of that tribute. (Ac- 
tually though it is dedicated “To the In- 
surgent Spirit and to Those Officers Who 
Have Maintained It Within the United 
States Navy in Times of Peace). Such 
a man was Admiral Sims, who prepared 
the Navy so well in peace, for its war- 
time functions. 

The book is especially detailed, espe- 
cially interesting in its passages concern- 
ing Admiral Sims’ World War service, 
when he was America’s most important 
Naval officer, who steadfastly main- 
tained that convoying of merchant ships 
must be inaugurated, or else all was 
lost. 

In preparing his biography, Mr. Morison 
had the assistance of the following Na- 
val officers, to whom he has expressed 
appreciation in a most interesting pref- 
ace:

The book was written with the assist- 
ance of Mrs. Sims, “who premitted me 
complete freedom of investigation among 
her husband’s papers.”

Warrant Officers’ Status

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Manila Internees Organize 

Nearly 3,000 American civilians in- 
terned by the Japanese in a Manila col- 
lege have organized themselves on a self- 
governing basis and, with the exception of 
infants, the aged and sick, all are per- 
forming some work-duty in keeping their 
emergency Community going, the Office of 
War Information announced this week. 

When the Philippine capital fell the 
Americans and a lesser number of British, 
Poles, Mexicans, Dutch and Finns were 
rounded up and taken to the 30 acre cam- 
pus of the Santo Tomas University, the 
oldest college in the Orient. The univer- 
sity had not been prepared for use as an 
internment center. Toilet, bath and cook- 
ing facilities were lacking. Most of the 
war prisoners, at the suggestion of the 
Japanese, had taken along food for a few 
days but many did not have bedding, mos- 
quito nets and sufficient clothing. Bed- 
rooms measured no more than four by six 
feet and dormitories consisted of between 
20 and 40 cots closely ranged in one class- 
room. In the first days of the camp’s his- 
tory it was necessary to stand in line for 
a cup of water. Many of the internees 
had done no manual work for years, 
others done little else all their lives. With 
Japanese guards in the vicinity, the mem- 
bers of the servantless camp, nearly all 
of them nationals of democratic coun- 
tries, proceeded to elect their leaders, or- 
ganize committees and formulate regula- 
tions. 

A chart of the camp’s governmental plan 
recently arrived in this country. It helps 
to reconstruct some kind of picture of 
the way life on this former university 
campus has been organized. The interned 
who conceived the plan have tried to car- 
ry it out well. Internees have volunteered 
their services for duties best suited to 
their training. Electrical engineers, for 
example, have designed and installed wir- 
ing systems to carry the heavier loads re- 
quired for lights, fans, washing eqip- 
ment and kitchen stoves. Men and wom- 
en, handy with a needle, have opened a 


tailor and clothes-repair shop for the 
camp’s common use. A laundry, a shoe 
store, carpenter, plumbing, paint and 


metal-work shops have also been started. 
The lumber, nails, mosquito nets and elec- 
tric wire that have gone to make the camp 
liveable were paid for out of the contribu- 
tions of the internees. An Indigent Relief 
Fund, made up of contributions by more 
fortunate internees, was used to purchase 
necessities for internees without funds. 


The Main Buildinz, an office of three 
floors and two patios, is occupied by two 
thousands of the internees, 1,200 men live 
in the Educational Building and 300 wom- 
en and children are housed in one of the 
smaller university units. The quarters 
are cramped but so far no epidemic has 
broken out. A good supply of creosote, a 
ceaseless wielding of mops and brooms in 
the corridors, dormitories, rooms and 
steps of the university buildings and the 
diligence of an insect control squad are 
largely responsible for this. 

In the chief camp kitchen, which oc- 
cupies the site of two former classrooms 
inthe Main Building, two meals are pre- 
pared daily. Breakfast, served at 8:30 
AM., invariably consists of cracked 
Wheat or corn meal porridge, syrup on 
Porridge, coffee with sugar and a dash of 
heavily watered milk. For their 4:30 
P.M. supper the internees, passing in line 
through the kitchen, usually are fed a 
Principal dish of beef stew, vegetable 
stew, chile con carne, chicken noodles or 
White beans and a dessert with a corn- 
starch base pudding. In the women’s and 
children’s annex three meals are served 
daily and, in line with the internee ad- 
ninistration’s policy, milk and fruit juices 
are supplied children and mothers of ba- 

es. So far the internees have managed 
© maintain a healthful existence, but, in 
Feneral, the camp diet is very starchy and 
lacking in green vegetables and fruit. 
There is a shortage of bread, milk and 
tinned goods. 

A further food supply is obtained from 
uninterned relatives, friends, and loyal 
Servants who daily bring about 500 par- 
els to Santo Tomas. Communication

To grade or rank of lieutenant for tem- 
porary service: Regular oflicers now serv- 
ing in the rank of lieutenant junior grade 
who were commissioned ensign 20 May, 
1940, and all regular reserve officers 
whose date or rank in grade of lieuten- 
ant junior grade is 15 April, 1940 or prior 
thereto (except one). 

To grade or rank of lieutenant junior 
grade for temporary service: All regu- 
lar officers commissioned ensign 19 Dec. 
1941. All regular reserve ensigns whose 
date of rank in grade of ensign is 19 Dec., 
1941, or prior thereto. 

To be eligible for promotion reserve offi- 
cer must have served continuously on ac- 
tive duty from a date earlier than that de- 
signed for his rank. It is desired to em- 
phasize that it is the direct responsibility 
and duty of the commanding officers to 
withhold promotion of any officer not con- 
sidered fully fitted to perform duty in 
rank for which eligible and to make re- 
quired certification of those fitted. Pay 
and allowances accrue from 2 Oct., 1942. 


Other Promotions 
Meanwhile, on 27 Sept., the President 
approved the promotions of ensigns with 
signal numbers 31469 to 31511, inclusive, 
(one exception) to be lieutenants (ju- 
nior grade) with rank from 27 July, 1942.

Flying Officer Cases 


The U. 8S. Court of Claims at its first fall 
meeting this week denied the claims of 
two Air Corps officers for the difference 
between 50 per cent flying officer pay and 
pay as non-flying officers. 

The officers, Lt. Col. Earl S. Schofield, 
AC, and Lt. Col. William D. Wheeler, AC, 
obtained rating as balloon observers in the 
old Air Service, predecessor of the Air 
Corps. They have received pay as non- 
flying officers amounting to from $720 to 
$1,440 a year. 

The court declared that the officers had 
never been rated as pilots and therefore 
could not receive flying pay of 50 per cent 
of their base pay. 

Said the court: 

“When the Act of 1936 was passed enlarg- 
ing the meaning of a flying officer by includ- 
ing not only persons rated as pilots but also 
persons rated as observers, with the proviso 
that an observer must have been qualified 
previously as a pilot, we think Congress had 
in mind those observers who had previously 
been rated as pilots, but who, on account of 
physical disability, were no longer able to 
perform the duties of a pilot, but who were 
still able to perform the duties of an ob- 
server, The report of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs of the House indicates that this 
was the intent of Congress.”

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Quality of U. S. Planes 


“Our planes are not inferior to those 
of Germany and Japan,” declared the 
House Military Affairs committee this 
week in a report to the Congress. 

After two weeks of taking testimony 
from Army aviation leaders and officers 
who have seen action in aerial warfare 
with the enemy, the aviation subcommit- 
tee of the House Military Committee, 
headed by Representative Dow W. Hart- 
er, of Ohio, declared, “It is only common 
sense to say that our planes and our pil- 
ots are performing exceptionally well 
when they are knocking down two or three 
enemy planes to every one of ours that 
js lost.” 

“Our high-altitude four-engine heavy 
pombers, the B-17’s and B-24’s,” the com- 
mittee said, “are not equaled by any 
planes being produced by any other na- 
tion in the world.” 

Report of the House group was based 
on testimony given to it in secret sessions 
by Assistant Secretary of War for Air 
Lovett, Lt. Gen. H. H. Arnold, command- 
ing general, Army Air Forces; Maj. Gen. 
Oliver C. Echols, commanding general, 
Materiel Command, AAF; Mr. T. P. 
Wright, aeronautical engineer and WPB 
official ; Col. Walter C. Sweeney, jr., com- 
mander of the B-17’s in the Battle of Mid- 
way; Lt. Col. Boyd D. Wagner, fighter 
pilot in the Southwest Pacific, and by 
other witnesses. 

The Congress was reminded by the com- 
mittee that “Each plane must represent 
aselection of characteristics and a choice 
as to the proportion of fire power, armor, 
seed, climb, ceiling, maneuverability, 
and ruggedness. No single aircraft em 
bodies all of these desirable traits—hence 
the necessity of producing specialized 
planes to obtain the most desirable fight- 
ing qualities under all circumstances.” 

A balanced air force, Mr. Harter’s 
group continued, consists of planes of 
various types, including several varieties 
each of the principal grand types—fight- 
ers, medium bombers, heavy bombers. At 
the beginning of the war it was not pos- 
sible immediately to supply balanced air 
forces to all theaters. Even if the planes 
had been available, the committee im- 
plied that it would not have been wise to 
snd a few of all types to each theater, 
until stocks of replacement parts for each 
type also could have been built up. 

The committee also paid tribute to the 
safety program of the Army Air Forces, 
winted out that though the number of 
air accidents had inevitably increased, 
the rate had actually decreased. 

The committee discussed the perform- 
ance of American planes in the following 
words : 

The P-40 and the P-39 have had an excel- 
lent record of performance in widely differing 
theaters and their record in combat is the 
most convincing answer to the criticism that 
they are “inferior.” 

The figures of actual combat results show 
ing the number of enemy planes destroyed 
follows : 

(a) From 1 February (date at which accu 
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rate break-down figures by type of planes 
started) through 20 September: Enemy planes 
destroyed in combat by Army aircraft for all 
types on all fronts—279. United States planes 
destroyed in combat on all fronts—114. 

(b) For the month of August only: Enemy 
planes destroyed in combat—75, United States 
planes lost in conibat—15. 

(c) For the month of August: P-39’s de- 
stroyed in combat 19 enemy planes with a 
loss of 4 P-30’s. For the same period P-40’s 
destroyed 18 enemy planes in combat with a 
loss of 2 P-40's, 

(d) In the 30-day period, 14 August through 
14 September: The ratio of enemy planes de- 
stroyed to United States losses in combat was 
7.5 to 1. The precise figures are not disclosed 
in this instance only because the informa- 
tion is sufficiently new as to be of possible 
use to the enemy. During this period the 
P-39’s destroyed 20 enemy planes in combat 
with a loss of 5, and the P-40s destroyed 14 
enemy planes with a loss of 1, 

This record should be a complete answer as 
to the fighting qualities of our planes. We 
have been reluctant to disclose these figures; 
first, because they may be of some possible 
value to the enemy, and second, and more 
important, they may lead the public to feel 
that this is a normal or usual ratio. In our 
opinion this is not the case, and we feel that 
it would be a mistake for the public to lose 
sight of the fact that as we go further on the 
offensive in the air the ratio of our losses 
must inevitably increase. This is obvious 
when one considers that the deeper one pene- 
trates into the enemy’s country the longer 
the period of combat over hostile territory 
will be. Both the British and German ex- 
perience has indicated that aerial offensives 
are costly, and we feel a heavy responsibility 
to point out these facts at the same time as 
these unusually favorable figures are released. 

We are confident that the American pub- 
lic has the courage and the understanding to 
accept the inevitable losses which must be 
taken in warfare, provided false hopes are not 
raised. 

There have been frequent statements that 
the Japanese Zero plane is a better fighter 
than the P-39 and P-40. The Zero has certain 
better flying characteristics (such as faster 
climb, higher ceiling, and greater maneuver- 
ability), but the P-40 has a number of better 
fighting characteristics (greater fire power, 
heavy armor, leak-proef tanks, higher speed 
and greater diving ability) which make it ef- 
fective against the Zero, The Zero is an ex- 
cellent flying machine and a relatively poor 
lighting machine. The Zero acquires its ex- 
ceptional flying characteristics by decreasing 
its fighting capabilities. 

Conclusive judgment as to whether a fight 
er plane is good must in fairness depend on 
whether it wins or loses in combat with the 
enemy. 

During the periods in which we have accu 
rate break-down of combat results by type of 
plane, the combat results of the P-39 and the 
I-40 have varied between a low of 1.6 enemy 
planes destroyed for 1 United States plane 
lost to 2 high ratio of 14 enemy planes des 
troyed to 1 United States fighter lost. 
While this in part reflects the increased 
experience of our combat pilots, who at the 
outset were opposed by veterans of several 
years of war flying, it also contains evidence 
of the general rule that losses inevitably in 
crease as larger offensive enterprises are un- 
dertaken, There has been presented to this 
committee evidence that our pilots prefer the 
P-40's to Zeros as fighters largely because, in 
the words of one of the leading fighter pilots 
who has been through the entire war to date 
in the Southwest Pacific, while our P-40's and 
P-39s were inferior in climb, maneuver 
ability, and ceiling, “we had superior fire 
power in all of our fighters over the Zero. 
Our airplanes were more rugged, were able 
to absorb a tremendous amount of enemy fire, 
were equipped with leak-proof fuel tanks and 
had armor plate for the protection of the 
pilots, and were faster especially in dives, The 
fact that our airplanes were equipped with 
armor plates and leak-proof tanks saved the 
lives of many pilots.” The Jap Zero has no 
leak-proof fuel tanks or armor for the pro 
tection of the pilot and is lacking in fire 
power. It follows as a matter of course such 
protection has greatly increased the morale 
of the men of our Air Forces, * * * 

With respect to our bomber types little 
need be said, since their record to date has 
been so outstanding as to silence criticism. 

The B-17 continues today to be the fastest 
high-altitude long-range bomber in produc 
tion in the world, Its record of defensive com 
bat demonstrates that it is the most heavily 
armed bomber in current operation. Recent 
combat experience in daylight raids over 
Europe have given us conclusive proof of the 
superb fighting characteristics of this heavy 
bomber and reports from the Middle East 
confirm the same capabilities in the B-24 type 

Since considerable information has been 
made public on the daylight operation of the 
-17's from English bases, we can appro 
priately release certain specific data as sup 
porting evidence of the statements made to 
us. One of the leading British writers, in re 
ferring to these raids, has said: 

So remarkable has been the success of the 





new flying fortresses operated by the United 
States Army Air Forces that it is likely to 
lead to a drastic resorting of basic ideas on 
air warfare which have stood firm since the 
infaney of flying. 

Their fighting qualities in daylight combat 
with the enemy have been without precedent 
in this war and in 18 daylight raids over 
enemy territory made in recent weeks only 
2 of these planes were lost. As against this 
loss the foreign dispatches show, that, in 
addition to destruction of targets on the 
ground, 21 enemy planes were destroyed in 
the air with 26 more claimed as probable.

The price control and wage stabiliza- 
tion program moved forward apace over 
the past week end, with Congress giving 
final approval on 2 Oct. to its version of 
the legislation demanded by the Presi- 
dent. Though the measure was weight- 
ed in favor of the farmer and his prod- 
ucts, the President lost no time in ap- 
proving it and acting upon its provi- 
sions. 

On Gn the third of October, the 
White House announced that the Presi- 
dent had approved the measure the pre- 
ceding evening, and that he had acted at 
once to place ceilings on agricultural 
products. An executive order was issued 
creating the Office of Economic Stabiliza- 
tion with Mr. James F. Byrnes, who re- 
signed from the U. 8. Supreme Court, as 
director, and setting forth policies to 
govern wage and salary stabilization, 
prices of agricultural commodities, and 
profits and subsidies. 

The appointment of Mr. Byrnes met 
with general editorial opinion through- 
out the country. In appointing him the 
President stated that the position calls 
primarily for judicial consideration and 
that Justice Byrnes “knows the economic 
problems of this country, whether they 
concern labor, the farmer, the consumer, 
the small retail store or the manufac- 
turer.” In his new job he will, with the 
approval of the president, formulate 
and develop a comprehensive national 
economic policy relating to the control of 
civilian purchasing power, prices, rents, 
wages, salaries, profits, rationing, subsi- 
dies, and all related matters—all for the 
purpose of preventing avoidable increases 
in the cost of living, cooperating in mini- 
mizing the unnecessary migration of labor 
from one business, industry, or region to 
another, and facilitating the prosecution 
of the war.” 

To Leon Henderson the President di- 
rected a letter telling him to confer with 
the Secretary of Agriculture and “imme- 
diately establish ceiling prices for eggs, 
chickens, butter, cheese, potatoes, flour 
and such other foods as can be controlled 
under existing laws.” He further direct- 
ed that rent control, hitherto confined to 
so-called defense areas, shall be extended 
to all urban and rural areas. 

Meanwhile, Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau has let it be known that he 
will ask Congress for a new $6,000,000,000 
tax bill after work on the current meas- 
ure has been completed. The present bill 
is estimated to bring in about $24,000,- 
000,000 in revenue, while Mr, Morgenthau 
desires that the total be boosted to $30,- 
000,000,000. The announcement created 
quite a little stir in Congress, particular- 
ly among those advocates of a sales tax, 
who feel that if their plan had been adopt- 
ed in the first place it would not now be 
necessary to devise new means of revenue 
raising. 





Transportation Corps School 

The growing importance of the newly 
created Transportation Corps was em- 
phasized this week in a press conference 
statement by Under Secretary of War 
Robert P. Patterson which reported the 
inauguration of two new schools for the 
training of Transportation Corps officers 
and one for the instruction of officer 
candidates, 

Under the control of Maj. Gen. C. P. 
Gross, Chief of the Transportation 
Corps, the schools for officers will be lo- 
cated at Ft. Slocum, N. Y., and at Camp 
Stoneman, Calif. 

The officer candidate school at Missis- 
sippi State College, Starkville, Miss., is 
one of the four Army Administrative 
schools established under the jurisdiction 
of the Adjutant General. It will be ad- 
ministered by the Adjutant General's 
School, Ft. Washington, Md., with the 
initial class of 250 slated to begin in- 
struction on 19 Oct. 


While candidates for the first class 
were drawn from the Army at large, 


candidates for subsequent classes must 
have had at least three years’ experience 
in business administration or in some di- 
vision of the transportation field. The 








officer candidate course will consist of 
two months general military training, 
and a month of intensive work in trans- 
portation problems. 


Service Flag Bill 


Legislation, S. 2442, authorizing the 
Secretary of War to prescribe a design 
for a flag to be displayed in the homes of 
persons who have members of their im- 
mediate families in the armed forces and 
a design for a lapel pin to be worn by 
such persons, was approved by the House 
Military Affairs Committee this week. 

During testimony on the measure, Mr. 
Frank Sullivan of the American Legion 
and Representative Johnson, of IIL, 
strongly urged that the World War flag 
design be adopted, and accordingly the 
committee in its report urged the Secre- 
tary of War to give careful consideration 
to this design. 

The World War flag was white, with a 
red border, and a blue star in the center 
for each person in the service, If the per- 
son should be killed, a gold star would 
be substituted for the blue star. 


Coast Guard Legislation 
Approved 


The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week approved legislation, S. 2381, 
making a number of Navy laws applicable 
to the Coast Guard. 

The bill would authorize, when the 
Coast Guard is operating as part of the 
Navy, advances of not to exceed three 
months’ pay to officers of the Coast Guard 
ordered to and from sea duty or to and 
from shore duty beyond the seas. 

It would also authorize the President 
to direct advances to personnel of the 
Coast Guard employed on distant stations 
where regular payment of their pay and 
allowances cannot be effected. 

It would also permit advancement of 
public funds to Coast Guard personnel 
when required to meet expenses of offi- 
cers and men detailed on emergency shore 
duty.

Revise Pay Accounts 


Perplexed at the mounting number of 
cases involving settlement of pay ac- 
counts of military personnel who have 
been killed jn action, the War Depart- 
ment has asked the General Accounting 
Office if it would be legal to settle pay 
accounts on the basis of: 

(1) Presuming that the person killed 
had been paid on the last day of the 
month previously, and that the govern- 
ment therefore owes his estate his pay 
and allowances from the first of the fol- 
lowing month to the date of his death, 
less any deduction which records in 
Washington or otherwise developed show 
must be collected, and 

(2) Presuming that the person was 
serving in the grade in which last shown 
by War Department or other available 
records. 

The Comptroller General replied that 
laws vested wide authority in the Gen- 
eral Accounitng Office in deciding what 
evidence is necessary in the settlement 
of accounts of those killed in the gov- 
ernment’s service, and therefore he was 
able to advise the War Department that 
the proposed plant would be acceptable. 

However, he stated that where claims 
of heirs of military personnel are so set- 
tled on this basis, without exact informa- 
tion as to the state of the account of 
the decedent being available from offi- 
cial disbursing records, the settlements 
will be treated as final with respect to the 
limited information on which they were 


based and will not be revised on surmises j 


or inferences, but such settlements will 
be open to revision on the basis of exact 
information subsequently becoming avail- 
able in the official records. 





Longevity Pay Decisions 


The Comptroller General has held tha 
under section 1 of the act of 4 May, 194 
authorizing yarrant officers and enliste 
men of the Naval Reserve, Marine Cor, 
Reserve, and the National Guard of th 
United States to be credited with longe- 
vity for pay purposes on the basis of ft 1 
time for all service since 30 June, 1995, 
both active and inactive, in the Naval .ie- 
serve, Marine Corps Reserve, and the 
National Guard, Navy enlisted men as- 
signed or transferred to the Fleet Re- 
serve prior to completion of maxinum 
service which may be counted for pay 
purposes are entitled to count their ‘.-

Persons retired under the Nav.: Re- 


serce Act of 1938, whether placed on the 
honorary retired list created by section 
309 of the act or on the Regular Navy 
retired list, are not thereafter officers 
or enlisted men of the Naval Reserve 
in an inactive status, and, therefore, time 
on such honorary retired list of Naval Re- 
serve warrant officers and enlisted men 
and time on such Regular Navy retired 
list of Fleet Reserve enlisted men who 
have been placed thereon for physical 
disability is not inactive reserve service 
which may be counted, pursuant to the 
act of 4 May, 1942, for longevity pay 
purposes. 


Wartime Rank for Officers 


A bill which would give wartime rank 
to officers of the present war on retire- 
ment was introduced in the House this 
week by Representative Costello, of 
Calif. 

The bill, H.R. 7659, is similar to one in- 
troduced in the Senate some months ago 
by Senator Pepper, of Fla. It would ad- 
vance officers on retirement without in- 
crease of pay, to the highest grade held 
during the war. 

It is not believed that action will he 
taken on the bills in the near future. The 
wartime rank bill for World War I was 
not enacted until 1930. 











Merchant Marine 


American shipyards during the month 
of September delivered into service 93 
cargo vessels of all types with a deag. 
weight tonnage of 1,009,800 tons, thereby 
achieving the promised goal of three Ships 


a day. 

In making the announcement, Reg; 
Adm. Howard L. Vickery, Vice Chairmap, 
Maritime Commission and Deputy Wy 
Shipping Administrator, noted that this 
month’s production closely approaches 
the shipbuilding record for the entire » 
months of 1941. 

He said the record was adequate proof 
that American shipyard labor and map 
agement not only can achieve the Pres; 
dent’s shipbuilding objective of 8,000,0m 
tons deadweight to be built in 1942, hy 
will have ample capacity to turn out the 
16,000,000 tons set as the 1943 constrye 
tion goal on the basis of available steel 

Of the 93 vessels, 67 were Liberty Ships 
seven cargo carriers for Britain, seve, 
larger tankers, three C-1 vessels, fou 
C-2’s, 3 C-3’s, one passenger and carg 
vessel, and one large ore carrier. 

The average time from keel-laying ty 
delivery for Liberty Ships was cut from 
an August average of 83.3 days to TW! 
days. The shipbuilding record for 19% 
now stands at 460 vessels with a dead 
weight tonnage of 5,101,956 tons.

Merchant Vessels’ Protection 

Defense installations aboard merchant 
vessels have “been partially or complet 
ly made on most of the merchant marine,” 
Rear Adm. A. H. VankKeuren, Chief of 
the Bureau of Ships, testified in Co 
gressional earings released this week. 

He said that in addition to the gun in 
stallations, many additional items had 
been made necessary as a result of war 
experiences. These included camouflage 
radio requirements, barrage — balloo 
woustic warning devices, and increas 
in number of guns and lookout stations 
special signal flares, “and all sorts of 
things of that nature. Every week or two 
we get an additional request for items 
in that category,” he said. 

The supplemental bill would allocat

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Bomb Kiska, Cutter Lost 


In the north Pacific on 6 Oct. Army 
Liberator bombers, escorted by Airacobra 
and Lightning fighters dropped approxi 
mately 7 tons of bombs on the area sur 
rounding the seaplane hangar at Kiska. 
Right more tons of bombs were dropped 
on the camp area and fires were started. 
Two cargo ships in the harbor were at 
tacked and one was left on fire and sink 
ing. The radio station was damaged by 
straffing. One seaplane was destroyed on 
the water and other damaged. Reconnais 
sance over Attua and Agattu on the same 
day failed to reveal any enemy activity. 

The record of Japanese in the Aleutian 
group to date is 18 sunk, four probably 
sunk and 22 damaged. 

The U.S.S. Coast Guard Cutter Mus 
keget, formerly the SS Cornish of the 
Eastern steamship line, is presumed to be 
lost. She was under the command of Lt.

‘ Awards and Decorations 


* Commendations have been issued by 
the Bureau of Naval Personnel to one 
Oiticer and eight enlisted men for dis 
tinguished service in various theaters of 
war. 

‘One of the recipients is Ens. Donald 
C. Taylor, USN, who previously had won 
the Navy Cross and promotion from Gun 
ner to Ensign for swimming through ene 
my, machine gun fire and artillery fire to 
assist in scuttling the USS Quayle when 
the fall of Corregidor became imminent. 
His commendation in this case comes for 
heroism in entering the ammunition dump 
at Cavite, P. 1., which had been set afire 
by J#panese bombers, and removing quan 


tities of anti-aircraft ammunition. The 
commendation reads: 

“The Bureau has been informed of your 
valor ‘on 11 Dee. 1941, in leading a party 


into the flaming Navy Yard, at Cavite, P. L, 
to withdraw anti-aircraft ammunition. Your 
expedition, necessitated by the near exhaus 
tion of such ammunition on all ships pres 
ent, wis made while flames were raging on 
the roof of the ammunition depot and an 
explosion was momentarily expected; yet you 
volunteered to lead the party, entered the 
magazine successfully, withdrew large quan 
tities of ammunition and carried it to a 
safer storage. As a result, all ships present 
in the Manila Bay area were able to defend 
themselves and destroy numerous enemy air 
eraft during the ensuing months.” 

Similar commendations went to seven 
enlisted men serving in a merchant vessel, 
who drove away an enemy plane with 
their machine gun.

Waivers of Physical Defects 

The House Naval Affairs Committee 
this week approved legislation, H.R. 6839, 
which permits qualified persons with 
physical disabilities to waive right to 
compensation or retired pay for such de 
fects and be commissioned in the Naval 
or Marine Corps Reserve. 

As amended by the committee at the 
suggestion of the Navy Department, the 
measure also will cover those who hereto- 
fore have been ordered to active duty 
with waivers. The measure also permits 
reexamination of Reserve officers who 
have to date been refused active duty. 

There is now authority for the Navy 
and Marine Corps to grant waivers, but 
these waivers, insofar as they protect the 
government against claims for compensa 
tion aren't worth the paper they are writ 
ten on, as the courts have held repeatedly 
that no person may waive uny statutory 
right—inecluding right to retired pay or 
compensation. 

The new bill makes such waivers valid, 


and provides that an oflicer so waived 


may not receive compensation for any 
injury waived or for any aggravation 
of it. 

The bill will not reduce the Navy or 


Marine Corps physical requirements in 
the slightest, Capt. Herbery G. Hopwood, 
USN, told the Mouse committee. 

“We don't intend to lower physical 
standards an iota,” he emphasized. “The 
bill will enable us to bring in officers 
whose skills we particularly need. There 
will be no wholesale induction.” 

He pointed out that organic diseases 
will never be waived, that waivers under 
the bill would be for the same types of 
defects as now are waived. These, in or 
der of frequency, are (1) teeth defects, 
(2) visual standards, (3) flat feet, (4) 
color perception, (5) underweight, (6) 
under minimum height, (7) under mini 
mum chest expansion, 





A similar bill has been considered by | 


the Senate Military Committee which 
asked that it be redrafted by the depart 
ments, stating that an officer who per 
forms valuable service should be com 
pensated.

May Scrap Historic Ship

Save Critical Materials 


A saving of approximately 26,000 tons 
of metals, including steel and copper, is 
being made by the Army Corps of Engi- 
neers in the construction of complete 
camp facilities for the housing of soldiers 
on a 100,000-man basis as compared with 
the amount used a year ago, the War De- 
partment announced this week, 

Last year, it required approximately 
59,400 tons of metals to install complete 
camp facilities for every 100,000 soldiers. 
Today, the Corps of Engineers is using 
approximately 33,400 tons of these metals 
for every 100,000 men, a 44 per cent say 
ing. 

The principal reason for the saving is 
a change in the type of facilities being 
built. A year ago, the Corps of Engineers 
was following plans which called for 
buildings and installations of a semi 
permanent nature. Today's plans call for 
buildings and installations of a tem 
porary nature. Barracks of the former 
type have outside walls of painted clap 
board and are two stories tall, Barracks 
of the new type have outside walls of 
tarpaper, held down by laths and slats, 
and are one-story tall. Heat in the old 
type barrack is supplied by a furnace, 
while in the new kind it is supplied by 
stoves,
